HOUSTON—, The Apollo 7-crewmen accomplished 


. a rendezvous withiihc'shell of a booster rocket Satur- 
day, . simulating the rescue of two astronauts stranded 
in orbit around the moon. At 2 p.m. PDT the two craft 
came within 70 feet of .one another.

, The rendezvous took place on the second day of 
a day highlighted earlier by the irritated refusal of Navy 
Capt. Walter M. Schirra Jr., the spacecraft commander, 
to televise himself and his crewmates live from space. 


.The argument was the climax of a month-long feud 


between the astronauts and the Space Agency over the 
value of live television transmissions from orbiting cap- 
sules. 


Schirra said that television transmission would 


"foul up" the timing of their rendezvous. 


Schirra said he wanted to end talk about the televi- 


sion "without further discussion." There was a 35-sec- 
ond pause from controllers here at the manned space- 
craft center before they agreed.' 


Schirra, who had a stuffed up, runny nose from a 


cold, and his other crewmen, astronaut Donn K Eisele, 
an Air Force major, and Walter Cunningham, a civil- 
ian, had fired the big engine aboard the service module 
twice to-bring them within the rendezvous range 
with the second stage of the Saturn .IB that put them 
into orbit from Cape Kennedy Friday. 


The crewmen received messages of congratulations - 


from President Johnson at the White House, who told 
them that "the nation is proud of you," and Vice Presi- 
dent Humphrey. 


In addition to Schirra's cold, the astronauts were - 


beset by other problems on this first manned test flight 
of the nation's largest spacecraft. 


An optical system that is to be used to guide and 


navigate later Apollos to the moon apparently did not 
work properly, depending on the position of the sun. 


In addition, the astronauts were having minor 


problems with a system meant to dump waste water 
overboard. 


The second stage of the Saturn booster also had 


been decaying toward the atmosphere at a rate greater 
than that predicted, when they took off. This forced the 
astronauts to make unscheduled corrective maneuvers to 
effect rendezvous.

A.. The first electric-motor-type self-starter appeared

Ket- 
tering, who began his career as an engineer for the Nation- 
al Cash Register Co., went qn to become head of General 
Motors research laboratories and developed such things as 
quick-drying paint and ethyl gasoline. In addition to the 
self-starter, which was a major step in making the auto- 
mobile a practical transportation device; the 1912 Cadillac 
also had a generator-battery lighting system.

Sealab; HI- was floated ,to a Long Beach Navy Base 


dock Saturday for a two-week rest prior to making a 
journey to-San; Clemente Island where it will be used in 
a 60-day underwater living experiment.

The smooth-floating barge 'carrying Sealab from 


San Francisco .had a rough time getting to dockside at 
the base's ^Undersea Warefare Center, however. 


A heavy tow chain that had; been hooked to the 


ocean-going 'tug boat that, hauled barge and baggage 
down the coast on • a two-day trip accidentally broke 
loose and-began dragging bottom when the barge 
neared the dock. 


It took about ah hour to lift the chain and secure 


the barge and its tank-car-like cargo 'at the Navy base 
berth.

Sealab, which, weighs nearly 300 tons and is 57Yt 


feet long, will Undergo, a thorough checkout' and provi- 
sioning before it-leaves for Its'new home in the Chan- 
nel Islands.

Backing up Sealab will be the support ship Elk: Riv- 


er, which is currently en route to San Clemente Island. 


Commanding the Sealab-III venture is Cmdr. J. M. 


Tomsky. His deputy and special assistant for Aquanaut 
operations is Cmdr. M. Scott Carpenter, the Navy's sen- 
ior Aquanaut and the man who piloted this country's 
second orbital space flight. 


Five nine-man Aquanaut teams will spend 12 days 


each in Sealab III and are scheduled to conduct a num- 
ber of subsea ezperiments ranging from salvage tasks 
to working with porpoises and sea lions at a depth of 
about 600 feet 


RESULTS OF THE PROJECT wilt lead to the next 


phase of the Navy's Deep Submergence Systems man in 
the sea project — Sealab IV. 


Navy spokesmen said the Sealab HI project will 


cost $5 million upon completion. Total costs will in- 
clude "hardware" designed for companion naval pro- 
grams and reaches $10 million, the spokesman said. 


Fifty-four U.S. and foreign Navy and civilian 


Aquanauts will be working on the Sealab III project, 
both as backup on the Elk River and in the undersea 
encampment itself. 


Teams working in Sealab III once it's stationed on 


an ocean-bottom shelf off the island will work in a 90- 
degree atmosphere comprised of 92.4 per cent helium, 
six per cent nitrogen and 1.6 per cent oxygen. 


Communications links will connect the Aquanauts 


to the "Upside" world, and they will even be able .to 
view television programs carried to a set aboard Sealab 
by a special cable.''

The Aquanauts.— 41 from the U.S. Navy, eight ci- 


vilians, two members of England's Royal Navy, twol 
members of the Royal Canadian Navy and a representa- 
tive of the Royal Australian Navy — are scheduled to 
fest two new types of heated diving gear — one carry- 
ing warm, water through wet suit tubes and the other 
heated electrically. 


Their' temporary home — Sealab III — is the same 


craft used in the Sealab H project The habitat roughly 
resembles a squat submarine. 


ALTHOUGH TEAM assignment; have not yet been 


released by Navy spokesmen, a .rough breakdown of 
work schedules has been made public.

Team One will secure: Sealab III and its 


equipment,'make studies of the surrounding area, check 
sea life and set up equipment needed for oceanographic 
studies. 


Team Two will concentrate on salvage tasks, in- 


cluding tests of special lift equipment and other tools, 
and will evaluate thermal protective clothing to be used 
in experiments outside Sealab. 


Team Three will test underwater construction pro- 


cedures, check subsea maneuverability and survey the 
ocean floor's biological life. 


Team Four will work with the porpoises and sea 


. lions — which are currently at the Pt. Mugu Naval Sta- 
tion — and investigate marine life In the area. They 
also will test underwater communications and sound re- 
cording techniques. 


Team Five will investivate the geology 'of the 


area, complete all tasks left unfinished by the other teams 
and secure Sealafa for its return to the surface. 


The Aquanauts, who are raised and lowered to 


Sealab in a special pressure chamber, require a period 
for decompression once they get back aboard the Elk 
River. 


Sealab is equipped with windows and outside lights 


to brighten up the surrounding sea area.

Fierce Fish 


Q. About a year ago, I bought a piranha. I have heard 


since that it is against the law to own one. Is that true? C. 
R., Long Beach. 


A. With a few exceptions, it is illegal to import piran- 


has into California, or to transport, possess or release 
them alive, according to Section 671, Title 14, of the 
California Department of Fish and Game Code. A spokes- 
man for the department in Los Angeles said persons vio- 
lating the law are subject to a $500 fine and six months in 
jail. He explained that the department does not want the 
dangerous South American fish to get into California fresh 
waters where they could breed and become a menace to 
other fish and swimmers. Only public zoos, aquariums and 
research facilities can obtain special permission to get 
piranhas. However, local pet shop operator Frank Adams, 
who had a large stock of the voracious little fish when the 
law was enacted and has been fighting the legislation ever 
since, has piranhas in his shop at 2420 E. Pacific Coast 
Highway. He has a temporary injunction against the De- 
partment of Fish and Game to prevent it from confiscating 
his fish. But he can't sell them.

Schirra shot back: "You have added two hums to

tional Aeronautics and Space Administration officials 
that the live television, which they had insisted upon for 
months over the objections of the astronauts who felt it 
was a "stunt," would he rescheduled for Monday at 
7:43 a.m. P.D.T.) 


The astronauts then concentrated on the rendezvous 


firing the space craft's big engines twice, once for 14 
seconds, once for 10 seconds. 


To adjust the orbit in preparation for rendezvous, 


Schirra fired the 21,000 pound large engine on the serv- 
ice propulsion module. It was the first time that this had 
been tested in space on a manned flight. 


Igniting the engine for 10 seconds raised the space- 


craft's orbital high point from 189 to 225 miles. The or- 
bital low point'was raised slightly from 138 to 144 
miles.

Trie. effect was to put the spacecraft into a more 


egg-shaped orbit that would allow them to catch up 
with the' second stage of their booster rocket 


..'The astronauts also fired very briefly the tlvrusters 


on the service module to check an accelerometer aboard 
the'command module. 


Technically known as the pulsed integrating pendu- 


• lous accelerometer, the equipment senses acceleration 
and velocity and synchronizes the data with the com- 
puter aboard the spacecraft. 


The effect of .the use of the thrusters was to 


keep the spacecraft about 80 miles ahead of the second 
stage, within range for the rendezvous later in the day. 


Had the correction hot taken place the second 


stage would have been actually ahead of the spacecraft 
so the rendezvous might not have .been possible in 'the 
manner that had been planned.

! the fiberglass craft is designed along the classic, 


V lines described by veteran UK) observers. It 


measures eight feet in diameter and features 
eight small propellers set in a wingless body 


'-.circling the cockpit. 


Each of the propellers is powered by a one- 


cylinder engine of lh« type used in heavy-duty 
power mowers, go-karts and the like. Their 
combined lift theoretically will allow the 225- 


. pound saucer and its pilot to hover at altitudes 
; up to 5,000 feet, or tilt to dart in any direction 
' at 70 miles an hour. 


The saucer on display at the fairgrounds has 


1; yet to fly, although Prof. Moller has demon- 
i. strated the feasibility of his idea by skimming 


around Davis Airport at altitudes of a foot or 
so in two' previous models. 
" 


All three of the wingless craft were built in 


• the professor's home workshop in his garage. 


The prototype, like the latest model, is a sin- 
gle-seat job. The second one accommodates a 
passenger as well as the pilot and has four 35 
horsepower motorcycle engines. 


Moller plans to flight test the newest saucer 


in December, according to Terry Cole, director 
of the UC exhibition and also of the Student 
and Young Alumni Association at the Berkeley 
campus. 


But the inventor has a serious problem to 


solve before he can test, the flying saucer fully, 
even if he manages to crank up the last of the 
eight engines before the first one runs out of 
gas. 


"He doesn't have a pilot's license," explained 


Cole. 


Other exhibits in the UC Centennial Caravan 


which has been touring the state include a mod-- 
el of a propellerless electromagnetic submarine 
designed by two students at the Santa Barbara 
campus, a traffic safety display and 77 histori- 
cal panels.

. SACRAMENTO — On Sept. I, 
1964, the Long Beach City Council 
very probably saved the city, the 
state, and numerous private inves- 
tors several millions of dollars, and 
most certainly spared countless peo- 
people from a ponderous headache. : 


On that date it voted to withdraw- 


support 
for the proposed Long 


Beach World's Fair, thus killing the 
project. 


If that reflection seems too harsh 


and pessimistic, chalk it up to the 
reaction from reviewing the mess 
the state is in with-its $23 million 
white elephant, Cal Expo. 


The relationship may be remote 


between the fair planned for Long 
Beach and Cal Expo, located just 
east of Sacramento off the freeway 
to Reno, but the problems the one 
fair would have faced are similar to 
the problems the other'is actually 
facing. 
. 


Essentially, the problem with Cal 


Expo was this: How much money 
should be poured into .the project 
before worrying about getting any 
back 


The original Cal Expo manage- 


ment, 'deposed last week after the 
first season's operation was held to 
have 
been 
a financial disaster, 


claimed that they had been promised 
$33 million to-put together an'at- 
traction good enough to induce visi- 
tors to spend money/ 


EARLIER this year, however, ac- 


cording to Exposition officials, the 
concept :was changed by Gov. Re- 
agan. Development .'was halted, and 
the entire project put on a pay-as- 
you-go basis.

. What was left, said a disgruntled 


official of. the . research firm first 
consulted on the. Cal.Expo proposal, 
was ."little more than.. . . the old 
State Fair :. :'. in hew itructures."

were, it was felt, inadequate and 
difficult to get to.

for the planned exposition by selling 
$13 million in revenue bonds, selling 
the old fair grounds for $5.2 million, 
and leasing surplus property on the 
new site for $8.3 million. 


In 1963, a non-profit corporation 


to run the exposition was authorized 
by the Legislature and formed. The 
plans were to build a $34 million 
"Showcase of the Golden State" on 
630 acres, a "Disneyland of the 
North," a permanent tribute to the 
majesty of California. 


Things started to go wrong early In 


1968. First, the old fair site and the 
surplus land at the new site brought 
in only $7 million, little'more than 
half what was expected. No one yet 
knows whether' the original estimate 


. was too high or whether the proper- 


ty was disposed of too quickly and 
too cheaply. 


NEXT, the Reagan Administration 


called a four-month halt in construc- 
tion so the project could be re-eval- 
uated, and the result was the instal- 
lation of -the "pay-as-you-go" 'con- 
cept ~and the decision to open- in 
1968 despite the shortage of attrac- 
tive' facilities caused, staff 'workers 
claim, by the construction delay...

Is it proper to use 
taxpayers' money to subsidize a fair 
when there are hungry, uneducated, 
ailing people in California?

SEVERAL-YEARS AGO the head . 


of- the nation's largest advertising 
agency'gave his views of the Ameri- 
can, people' which seems to be bom 
ou.V- by -today's attitude. Since his 
company is responsible, for selling 
many of the nation's major prod- 
ucts, his understanding of the way 
people react is important. One sec- 
tion . of his speech applied to the 
people's attitude toward inflation. It 
waVas follows: 


"Inflation thrives on living It up. 


On getting more and spending more. 
And; .boy, do we love to do; that. In- 
flation makes a $20,000 man but of 
a. $10,000 man. It makes millionaires 
out of people who never could have 
been., millionaires 
otherwise. 
It 


mak.es us all poor-boys-who-made- 
good, because our fathers made so 
n)uch--less than we do. But it also 
sups and 'destroys all the good dis- 
ciplines that made us great. 


"Today, It seems, the only-way 


to be penny-wise is to spend the 
penny — the only way to be pound- 
foolish is to save the pound. Smart 
people no longer pay debts; they in- 
cur them. For being in debt is an- 
other way of passing, the bill to 
your neighbor. You do'n't have to 
borrow money, of course. You can 
borrow trips to Europe. Or anything 
you like. Name it, and you can.have 
it now and pay later. And by lump- 
ing all of your small debts into one 
impossible total, you can get the fi- 
nance company to do all your book- 
keeping for. you. The number who 
give up and take bankruptcy is 
growing at an alarming rate. 


"Even old familiar sayings.take 


on new and sinister meanings. .When 
we were taught that -God - helps 
those that help themselves,' it was 
an admonition to idlers and daydream- 
ers. Nowadays it seems, more of a 
divine go-ahead for the shrewd and 
the ruthless.- 


"Nobody needs to be told today 


not to count his chickens before 
they hatch. Today people do not 
wait for the eggs.to hatch. They.eat 
the eggs, .then borrow to buy chick- 
ens.

"I have said that inflation is a 


disease of the American spinal col- 
umn. What I have not said Is that 
almost all of our troubles come as 
a result of the .same disease..The 
disease •' might be called Epidemic 
Cynical Selfishness — It is the 
healthy cells of rugged individualism 
gone wild. 


"Epidemic Cynical 
Selfishness. 


Or, E;'C. S. It might be called 'Me- 
First-ltis,' or 'What's in it for me?' 
or 'Good Guys Finish Last,' and it'is 
about as far away from the Golden 
Rule as it is possible to get. And I 
do not think you can name a sick- 
ness of our modem society that 
does not go right straight back to 
that Epidemic Cynical Selfishness. 
, "HERE ARE -A FEW: Juvenile 
delinquency, increasing divorce rate, 
death on the highways, the rising 
crime rate, church and synagogue 
desecrations •• snd the 
evils which 


have recently beset our own busi- 
ness and TV commercials which are 
less than truthful. 


"Every one of those is directly 


related to our new cult of mass self- 
ishness. And so, for that matter, 
are a lot of less dire habits — such 
as always getting away first at the 
traffic light, such as the Lower SIo- 
bovia school of teen-age dress, such 
as defacing our pleasant land with 
trash thrown from cars." 


We wish we had the space to 


give, many other. points of his 
speech. We are sure most of us know 
many people whose attitude Is as he 
describes it. But how many of "us 
are honest enough to ask — are we 
also inflicted with Epidemic Cynical 
Selfishness? We may ask it, but few 
of us will admit it applies to us. 


WASHINGTON — The negative 


90th Congress, .now in its last gasps, 
has completely forsaken the enno- 
bling power to shape bold national 
policies, and has left instead a rec- 
ord .of obstruction, pettiness arid 
irresponsibility. 


Most- of the Congressmen who are 


now rushing home to glad-hand the 
voters deserve to be defeated. 


They recklessly slashed appropria- 


DREW 
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tkjns for food stamps, low-income 
housing and other programs that 
benefit the poor. The Senate voted 
44 to 25, for example, to chop off 
$500 million in Medicaid funds des- 
perately needed by the elderly who 
can't afford to pay their medical bills. 


YET THE Seriate approved a du- 


bious Anti-Ballistic Missile System, 
which admittedly could not stop a 
Soviet 'missile barrage. Its chief pur- 
pose, apparently, is to spread $6 bil- 
lion among the big defense contrac- 
tors. 


Congressmen 
also 
approved 
a 


whopping $3.7 billion In farm sup- 
ports, despite statistics that most of 
the money would go to the rich land 
barons. Ah amendment to hold down 
Individual farm subsidies to $20,000 
was scuttled. 


Congress raised income taxes an- 


other 10 per cent, but refused to 
plug the tax loopholes. Ways and 
Means Chairman Wilbur Mills. D- 
Ark., didn't even bother to hold the 
hearings that he had promised on 
tax reforms. 


This means the biggest bite, as 


usual, will come out of the income 
of the. salaried taxpayers. The rich, 
'particularly the oil millionaires, will 
continue to escape paying their fair 
share. 
. 
One Treasury Department expert 


has estimated that an extra $40 bil- 
lion could be raised simply by clos- 


ing all the tax loopholes. This would 
be enough revenue to permit'cutting 
Income taxes-in half. 


.Congress passed e fair housing 


law, but cut off most of the funds 
needed to enforce it. Both Houses 
adopted codes of ethics, but venti- 
lated them with more loopholes than 
the targets on the FBI pistol range. 
The Senate, in the name of ethics, 
actually 
sanctioned 
slush 
funds, 


which previously had been consi- 
dered highly unethical. 


ALSO, THE Senate, exercising its 


petty privilege to frustrate and de- 
lay Presidential appointments, not 
only blocked the nomination of Abe 
Fortas to be Chief Justice but held 
iip other judicial appointments. 


This was part of a secret design 


by a small clique of Southern Sena- 
tors who hope to dominate the fed- 
eral courts and law enforcement 
agencies through their power to ob- 
struct. 


The ringleaders are Sens. James 


Eastland, D-Miss.; John McClellan, 
D-Ark.; Sam Ervin, D-N.C., and 
Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., all power- 
ful members of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which has jurisdiction 
over the Justice Department and the 
courts. 


They have been holding secret 


huddles on how to restore tough, 
sheriff style law and order to the 
United States. As the price for their 
cooperation with the .next President, 
they will demand that he consult 
them on all appointments to the fed- 
eral bench and Justice Department. 


They figure that Chief. Justice 


Earl Warren, at 77, and FBI chief J. 
Edgar Hoover, at 73, will have to be 
replaced early • in the next, adminis- 
tration. They intend to use their 
power on the Judiciary Committee 
•to make sure tha successors are ac-, 
.ceptable to the deep South. 


Not since the notorious 80th Con- 


gress 20 years ago have the mem- 
bers shown such contempt, for the 
public. 


Wiggins: Haymaker and Diplomat

THE QUESTION .has: g'een raised: 


Is Russell .Wiggins, the man for the 
Job? He has been'named .our arhbas'- 
sador' to the United Nations. The 
Times, when it learned of the ap- 
pointment, jumped on Wiggins with 
both feet. "He is not the man for 
this job," it said. 


The Times' objection was that 


Wiggins had had no training in di- 
plomacy. This isn't true. Wiggins 
takes my hay (he is a neighbor), and 
there is nothing that beats haying 
for schooling a man in diplomacy. 
Haying, in a small town is touchy 
business; it is. a delicate conundrum 
that makes trie problems of eastern 
Europe look like peanuts. 


ONLY A natural diplomat can 


survive the haying season. To reach 
an accommodation on hay requires 
restraint and midnight courage. Aft- 
er 37 years of farming this place, I 
know that no two people agree on 
when to cut hay. You can stand un- 
de.r".a bright summer sky, hi haying 
tirrie, and ask a man his opinion of 
tKe weather, and he will almost c«r- 
talhly lapse into doubletalk. Wiggins 
Is-ari exception. He is blunt, optimis- 
tic, happy and effective. 
j looked up "diplomacy" in Web- 


ster's, and it says: "Artful manage- 
ment in securing advantages without 
arousing hostility." Wiggins has se- 
cirred. a fine advantage for himself 
in-niy hayfield and without, arousing 
hostility, 


.Tn." the field, he wears a pith hel- 
met, casual clothes, and a wide grin. 
I''never saw a man enjoy haying 


more. He does very little work him- 
self, but has wonderful equipment— 
a side-delivery rake, ,a big Allis 
Chalmers tractor that swings a sev- 
er-foot cutter bar, a baler, a 1931 
Model A truck, '• and a beautiful 
. granddaghter who follows the baler 
.around and tosses the bales into the 
truck. 


Wiggins is the first ambassador to 


the United Nations to take my hay, 
and he has been a model of diplo- 
macy. You can't fault him. He is, of 
course, essentially a newspaper edi- 
tor, and.as such he is not primarily 
concerned about hostility. Like all 
good editors, he just goes ahead and 
gives the facts. This won't hurt the 
U.N. any. 


WIGGINS has other unique quali- 


fications far his post. He is the 
best-dressed gooseherd in Brooklyn, 
Me. He is steeped in the goodness 
of the American past, hopeful of its 
future. He is a sailor-come-lately; I 
think it is safe to say that this will 
be the first time the United States 
has been represented in Turtle Bay 
by a man who owns a Friendship 
sloop named Amity. I'm pretty sure 
Wiggins bought the sloop because he 
couldn't resist the name Friendship— 
it fits his dream.: 


He had never failed a boat, and 


these, old sloops with -their solid 
spars, heavy-rigging and large sail 
area are not the easiest thing to 
handle.. Wiggins met this head on: 
He ''took a Coast Guard course in 
small-boat handling, climbed aboard 
Amity, and sailed off in all direc- 
tions. I last saw him on a quiet,

The failures of the Ninetieth Con- 


gress were chiefly failures of omis- 
sion. It was apparent, from the very 
moment the members first sat 
down, that a constitutional crisis 
could result from the third-party 
candidacy of George Wallace. .A 
dozen resolutions dealing with elec- 
toral reform were Introduced. They 
never were heard from again. 


ONE Of the most urgent demandl 


upon the Congress is that it modern- 
ize the Congress Itself. The case for 
reorganization 
of 
the legislative 


branch is overwhelming, but a recal- 
citrant House has not been over- 
whelmed. 


Grave problems are mounting with- 


in the nation's postal system; the 
Congress did nothing to forestall 
them. The country's whole transpor- 
tation system is in trouble—airways,' 
rail lines, highways—but these trou- 
bles seemed not to bother the Con- 
gress. 


The list of omissions could be 


much extended. It would not be so 
long, perhaps, if there had been 
effective leadership on the 
Hill.- 


None could be seen. The first rule 
of a leader is that he must look 
over his shoulder now and then, to 
be certain his troops are marching 
along behind him. Senator Dirksen 
kept forgetting this rule, and Speak- 
er McCormack seemed never to 
have learned it at all.

It was a. Congress beset by * 


h u n d r e d frustrations — Vietnam, 
crime In the streets, race relations,- 
the world closing in and the voters 
getting restless. There was so much 
money to be spent—$140 billion « 
year—that the budget slipped from 
effective control; yet the money was 
never enough. 


Wiggins habitually grins like a cat 


Who knows something you don't 
know. He is a well-informed opti- 
mist. He is an apiarist and will try 
anything. He is a shepherd who 
thinks about his sheep. His husbandry 
sometimes leaves something to be 
desired: last spring he turned his 
sheep into a lush pasture a few days 
before they were due to be sheared 
and as a result got his wool all 
dunged up. But he himself trucked 
the fleeces to the mill and kindly 
took mine along, too—^a smart diplo- 
matic move, considering that he was 
.to have my hay. 


I WENT to the Sedgwick Town 


House on the eve of last Fourth of 
July and heard Russell Wiggins 
speak to a small gathering of 
gloomy patriots. I was impressed by 
his erudition, his passion and his op- 
timism in the face of the great pro- 
vocations and disappontments of 
these times.

A Summer of the 
Island's Discontent

AVALON — Residents, especially the businessmen 


of this sun-drenched city by the bay will long remember 
the summer of 1968. 


That was the season the Dig White Steamer did not 


operate. 


And because it did not, an estimated 289,000 fewer 


tourists visited Catalina Island's only city this year than 
in 1967.

DURING NORMAL years when the SS Catalina 


would bring each trip as many as 2,000 happy, v.'c!!' 
heeled tourists to this popular Island resort town, the 
business community would sing "Happy Days Are Here 
Again." 


But the announcement early In May by Charley 


Stillwell, operator of the "Big White Steamer," that the 
ship would not operate this year left most of the tour- 
ist-dependent merchants singing the blues. 


Paradoxically, some merchants are reporting that 


while their gross revenue was down for the season their 
net profit is up. 


One merchant recording such an experience is Joe 


Arno, a 35-year resident of the island and operalor of 
Arno's Sea Food Grotto, a restaurant generally regarded 
as "better class".

"OUR BUSINESS was down about 12 per cent 


from 1967, which for us was a record year, yet our net 
profit is just as good as last year." 


Amo explains it this way: 
"We had 10 less employees this year than last, 


consequently our overhead was down. Yet we served 
almost as many meals. This year we were serving some 
people as early as 9:30 a.m., shortly after the first 
morning boat arrived. With several boats arriving with 
smaller groups throughout the day, we were able to 
serve almost as many people with less help. 


"When the steamer was running, we had to have a 


lot of help standing by to handle the crush that would 
come shortly after the steamer would dock around noon- 
time. This place would be a madhouse for awhile. But 
then as'soon as the steamer would depart we would 
wind up with more employes in the place than custom- 
ers." 


"While we had fewer tourists this year, they were 


a better class. They had more money and spent it on 
better meals. We had fewer hippy types this year." 


WHILE IT appears that the tourists may have been 


eating better, they were sleeping less. 


Based on bed tax figures for the month of July for 


1967 and 1968 as reported by City Manager Jack Osteen, 
hotel receipts were down 550,875 this year. 


Vince Scarimucci, a member of the city council and 


operator of the 34-room Scari's Hotel and Restaurant 
which is located on the city's main mall-like street, re- 
ports his business was off "about five per cent." 


But then he adds: 
"1 don't know whether I can blame it on the 


steamer or not." 


Certainly a factor which affected Island tourism 


was the large slash-back of the advertising budget in- 
tended to encourage visitors to book passage to and 
from the island on the "Big White Steamer."

STILLWELL said that when it became apparent the 


iteamer would not sail this year he canceled nearly 


. $84,000 in billboard, TV, radio and newspaper advertis- 


ing. 


Still another factor which some observers claim had 


an effect on island travel was "the bad publicity" the 
island received shortly before the start of the season. 


A common complaint among Islanders was: 
"People did not know there were other ways of 


getting to the island besides riding the steamer." 


But there were other means of transportation avail- 


able. Catalina Motor Cruisers picked up some of the 
slack by hauling 90,054 more passengers to the island 
this year than they did.a year ago. 


The two airlines serving the island were slightly 


. busier than in 1967, but neither the motor cruisers nor 


the airlines together could possibly carry the 376,969 
passengers who rode the Big White Steamer to the is- 
land during -1967.

HARDEST HIT by the lack of a large number of 


Island visitors we're the operators of the smaller busi- 
ness such as .those operated by Paul Meyers. 


Meyers' is :29, an operator of nine small businesses 


scattered .throughout this island paradise, and deter- 
mined to restore the service of the Big White Steamer. 


Among Meyers' various enterprises are a beer tav- 


ern and fried shrimp, hamburger, orange juice, and root 
beer stands. 
; 


Meyers has stated that for every tourist who comes 


to the island his various operations take in a dollar. 


Based on'figures supplied by the Security First Na- 


tional Bank and other sources, it would appear Meyers' 
gross revenues are down about $289,213 from last year. 


"They are down at least 40 per cent," complains 
Meyers. 


t * » * 


MEYERS IS the volunteer leader of a move to 


force operators of the steamer to resume service. 


"We've got to find a way to get the people over 


here," claims Meyers. 


Meyers along with 11 other Avalon residents have 


filed a complaint with the Public Utilities Commission 
charging that MGRS Inc., operators of the SS Catalina, 
"have refused to make reasonable efforts to settle the 
purported labor dispute ..." 


The famous ship that has carried 2.5 million peopla 


across the Catalina Channel quietly rode out the sum- 
mer at anchor in the outer Los Angeles Harbor. 


The announcement in early May by Stillwell that the 


steamer would not sail this year due to the failure of 
company and nine maritime unions to reach agreement 
on a new contract, caused a mild panic among Avalon's 
business community.

A GROUP of concerned citizens formed an "S.O.S. 


Committee" (Save Our Ship) and filed a complaint with 
the PUC charging among other things that MGRS Inc. 
has "used the labor dispute to justify the cessation of 
services to the public." 


Meanwhile, Stillwell announced 
16 shipbuilding 


companies throughout the United States have been so- 
licited to submit bids to build a new, high-speed, 500 
passenger boat capable of cruising between 25 and 29 
knots. 


Stillwell has indicated the new bnal, estimated to 


cost approximately $1.5 million, will be ready for the 
1969 tourist season.

"He was a runner until 
ihis spring .when he gave it up. He has hud quite a few 
late dinners, and I think he'd be pretty happy to have a 
more normal home life after this." 


Doris, 26, has taken a leave of absence from her 


job'but will make it up by working on a special project 
to integrate Seattle area schools. The plan is to e.x-

father, Jack Travilia, still holds the long 
distance record for underwater swim- 
ming), Travilla's designing career started 
back in Hollywood's glamor days when a 
movie queen wouldn't be caught dead at 
Fanner's Market or the neighborhood 
drive-in without her sable or mink. 


He's had studio contracts at both 


Warner Bros, and 20th Century-Fox, 
where he won three Oscar nominations 
and one Oscar ("The Adventures of Don 
Juan") . ..

Even .healthy youngsters have -two to six spells 


with infection a year, accompanied by fever. .Rarely^. 
however, these minor infections require hospitalizatbn. 


So if your youngster has had infections severe 


enough to require multiple hospitalizations, I think he 
may well suffer from a defect in his blood gamma glob- 
ulin or uther immunity-producing cells which hasn't yet 
been detected. And I'd ask your doctor to refer you to 
a medical center for a complete diagnostic study to find 
out why your youngster is having so many severe infec- 
tions. 


QUESTION: 
Mj- 3'/3-year-old U usually quite healthy but several 


times a year he gets sick with a high fever and it take* 
us about three days to get it down, no matter what we 
do. He's had penicillin, aspirin and all sorts of fever 
medicine, but nothing helps.. Is this something to be 
alarmed about? — R.G. 


ANSWER:. 
All youngsters, in the process of growing up , are 


exposed to .and become infected with hundreds of dis- 
ease-producing germs. Fortunately, the human body has 
many "defenders'^1 'which fight off and destroy these 
germs. 
.

Most of the time, the body defenders kill the germs 


out without ever making the child sick. One group of 
the body's army of defenders are called "antibodies." 
These antibodies. might be compared to "foot soldiers" 
who rush out/and attack germs that breakthrough the 
body defenses. 


Antibodies often 
perform 
their assignments so 


effectively that the infection is killed out without the 
individual even being aware that he suffers from an in- 
vading germ. 


But sometimes, when the germs are tougher, the 


body calls for more help. And fever (like a battalion of 
flame throwers), is 'called into the fight and works to- 
gether with the antibodies to kill out germs. 


Altnough I realize that parents are naturally con- 


cerned when their child has fever, because it usaully 
means an infection,-. I generally tell mothers, "If your 
youngster doesn't. look or act too sick and examination 
shows no serious infection, don't worry too much about 
fighting the fever. -After all, fever 'is fighting on our 
•side.

What docs it mean when we spe;ik of the loss of 
purchasing power of the dollar? Hns it happened 
in the recent past? Is il happening now? 


Yes. It happened most markedly during and 


immediately after World War II, when wartime 
price controls were repealed. It is continuing to- 
day, although we cannot be sure of future trends. 
According to the Bureau of I.alxir Statistics, the 
1900 dollar shrank by 1967 to 24 cents in pur- 
chasing power. 


Suppose you had a child born in 1941, just be- 


fore the war, and you wanted to provide for at 
least the first year of his or her college education. At 
that time, a year of college cost about $1,000, so 
you took out an 18-year endowment insurance 
policy for $1,000. In I960, as it turned out, a year 
of college cost more like $2,500 or $2,800-yet 
your cnrclul saving through the insurance policy 
still returned you only $1,000. 


Similarly, savings for other expenses or pur- 


chases, such as a house, may rail far short of your

needs when they are based on a given number of 
dollars that fail to multiply as quickly as the buy- 
ing power of each dollar diminishes. 


Where do you store 
your extra dollars? 


Even in today's prosperous years, the cost of tuture 
needs and dreams seems frighteningly high when 
weighed against current earnings and savings.Thc 
price of a child's college education or a person's 
retirement increases yearly. Yet the buying power 
of the dollar to achieve these goals dwindles. 


So most of us try to put some money aside in an 


effort to lay up a store of dollars to meet these future 
needs. But how you store your extra dollars may 
determine how well you will achieve the financial 
goal you have set for yourself. There arc three 
kinds of stored dollars: idle money, lazy money, 
and hard-working money. 


Idle money is money hidden in the mattress or 


the sugar bowl. It neither yields any return nor 
docs it ever grow. 


Lazy money, on the other hand, works for you, 


but not very hard. This is the money you put into 
savings accounts and other places where it earns 
a fixed interest. Tin's is a sensible use of resources 


lor everyone. It provides liquid assets as a security 
against emergencies, cither immediate or in the 
years ahead. Usually there is little risk to princi- 
pal. But money stored this way cannot grow 
enough to guard against a marked loss in the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar. 


Hard-working money is the only kind of stored 


dollar.that recognizes the effect of the depreciation 
of the dollar and tries to offset it. It is the money 
that you invest in business which may bring back 
more dollars in the future. 


As a place to put your hard-working money, 


common stocks offer certain advantages and dis- 
advantages. Generally, there is a ready market. 
Also, prices ol common stocks have, by and large, 
risen as the worth of the dollar has declined. Thus, 
investment in common stocks is termed a hedge 
against inflation. 


Naturally, there are undeniable risks when in- 


vesting in stock. Not all common stocks rise in 
value. Some arc a poor investment whether there 
is inflation or not. Over the years, though, stock 
prices as a whole—based as they arc on the earning 
power of U.S. corporations—have risen along with 
the strength ot the nation's economy, but there is 
no assurance that this trend will continue. There 
have been periods when the cost of living index has 
risen, but the value of common stocks has declined.

Who manages 


the Fund? 


Crucial to any Fund's performance are its mana- 
gers. At Oppcnheimer, this team actually is made 
up of several groups: the Fund's directors who are 
elected annually by shareholders and who super- 
vise its operations; the officers of the Fund, who 
are responsible to the Board and Oppenheimer 
Management Corporation, which, under an agree- 
ment with the Fund, supervise and assists in the 
management of the Fund and makes recommen- 
dations for the purchase and sale of securities.

Many hands work for you 
The Fund's investments are managed by the Op- 
penheimer Management Corporation. The Fund 
pays a management fee which, as explained on 
page 7, is different from the fee usually charged to 
other mutual funds. 


The management of Oppenheimer Manage- 


ment Corporation is as follows: Leon Levy, Presi- 
dent and Director; Jack Nash, Vice President and 
Assistant Secretary; Murray L. Silberstein, Vice 
President, Assistant Treasurer and Director; John

Oppenheimer & Co. is the largest holder of 


shares of the Fund. Oppenheimer & Co., its indi- 
vidual partners, the Management Corporation, 
the directors and officers of the Fund and their 
families had a total investment of 85,292 Fund 
shares or $2,447,880 at net asset value as of De- 
cember 31, 1967. In addition, Oppenheimer & 
Co. owned of record 13,032 shares as nominee for 
its clients. 


All officers of the Fund are either partners or 


employees of the Management Corporation or 
Oppenheimer & Co. and they receive no salary or 
fee from the Fund. Each independent director gets 
a $200 fee for each meeting of the Fund he at- 
tends. 'I he Fund itself pays taxes, legal and ac- 
counting fees, custodian fees, fees of the Transfer 
Agent or Dividend Disbursing Agent, the cost of 
stock certificates, costs in connection with the an- 
nual or special meetings of stockholders, including 
proxy material preparation and distribution, insur- 
ance premiums, and expenses of an extraordinary 
and nonrecurring nature. 


How the 


management fee 


is set 


Fee is determined by 
performance 


The Oppenheimer Fund management fee is di- 
vided into tu'O parts: a basic Fee based on net asset 
value plus a fee based on performance. The latter 
fee gives management a bonus when the Fund 
performs well and penalizes management in any 
year in which its performance is below that of the 
Standard & Poor's Composite Stock Price Index 
of 500 Stocks. This dual management fee is de- 
signed to give the Fund's manager, Oppenheimer 
Management Corporation, an incentive to achieve 
maximum capital appreciation consistent with 
prudent investments. 


The basic fee is payable monthly and is com- 


puted on the net asset value of the Fund as of the 
close of business each day. The fee is based on the 
following annual rates: .50% on the first $ 150 mil- 
lion; .48% on the second $150 million; .46% on 
the third $150 million; .44% on the fourth $150 
million; .42% on the fifth $150 million; .40% on 
the sixth $150 million; .38% on the seventh $150 
million; .36% on the excess over $1.05 billion. 


'] lie performance fee, which is in addition to 


the basic lee, is computed at the end of each year 
by comparing the Fund's performance, for the year 
with the Standards Poor's Composite Stock Price 
Index of 500 Stocks (the "Index") for the same 
year. Each percentage point (fractions to be pro- 
rated) that the Fund's performance exceeds the 
"Index" performance is multiplied by .05% of the 
Fund's average net assets.The maximum perform- 
ance fee is .30% of the average net assets. 


On the other hand, if the performance of the 


Fund does not equal the "Index" performance for > 
the year, the Management Corporation must give 
the Fund a refund. The amount uf this refund is 
equal to .05% ol the average annual net assets for 
each percentage point (fractions to be prorated) 
that the Fund's performance drops below the "In- 
dex" performance. The maximum refund can be 
no more than .30% of the average net assets. 


Regardless of the above provisions, the Manage- 


ment Corporation will pay or refund to the Fund 
the cost of any expenses (including the manage 
'mcnt lee, but excluding interest, taxes and brok- 
erage fees)over]%oftheFund'savcragenetassets. 


In computing the performance fee or refund, 


the Fund's performance is measured by the change 
in the net asset value per share during the year. 
This change is adjusted to compensate for any 
distribution of capital gains. In making this adjust- 
ment it is assumed that all distributions of capital 
gains have been reinvested in shares of the Fund 
as of the record date at net asset values per share. 


Net asset value at the end of each year reflects 


net investment income received and dividends 
paid by the Fund during the year. No adjustment 
is made for dividends in measuring the Fund's 
performance. The performance of the "Index" is 
measured by the difference between the "Index" 
at the beginning and the end of the year. Any in- 
crease does not include dividends paid on the 
stocks listed in the "Index," except insofar as the 
"Index" automatically adjusts for dividends. 


It is important to remember that the perform- 


ance fee is based on the Fund's performance for 
each calendar year. A performance fee may be 
paid for a year when the Fund outperforms the 
"Index," although the Fund's performance over a 
longer period of time may be below the "Index" 
average. Conversely, a performance fee will not 
be paid in a year in which the Fund performs be- 
low the "Index" average, although the Fund's per- 
formance over a longer period of time exceeds the 
"Index" average. It is possible for a performance 
fee to be earned even if the Fund's assets decline 
in value during the year, provided the "Index" 
performance shows a greater percentage decline. 


During ! 967 the net asset value per share of the 


Fund, adjusted for capital gains distributions, in- 
creased 37.1 %. During that year the "Index" in- 
creased 20.1%. In 1966 the Fund increased its ad- 
justed net asset value per share by 0.6% while the 
"Index" declined 13.1%. In 1965 and 1964, the 
Fund outperformed the "Index" by 26.3 percent- 
age points and 9.6 percentage points, respectively. 


If this two-part management fee had been in 


effect during the past five years, the maximum fee 
would have been earned in the years 1964-1966. 
In 1962 the Management Corporation would have 
had to refund an amount equal to .30% of the 
Fund's average net assets and would have earned 
less than the basic fee. In 1963 the fee would have 
amounted to .72% of average net assets. 


Provisions of the agreement 


I he Management Agreement continues in effect 
only il such continuance is approved annually by 
a majority of the directors (including a majority 
of the directors who are not affiliated persons of 
the Management Corporation and who are not 
officers or employees ot the Fund), or by a vote of 
the majority of the outstanding shares of the Fund. 
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It may be amended or modified only with the1 


consent of the holders of a majority in interest of 
the Fund's outstanding shares. It is non-assignable 
and may be terminated on sixty (60) days notice 
by either party, without payment of any penally. 


The contract provides that in the absence of 


willful misfeasance, bad faith, gross negligence or 
reckless disregard for its obligations thereunder, 
the Management Corporation is not liable for any 
act or omission in the course of or in connection 
with the rendition of services thereunder. The 
contract permits the Management Corporation to 
act as investment adviser for any other person, 
firm or corporation. 


The Management Corporation 


The Management Corporation has heretofore 
utilized the services and facilities of Oppenheimer 
& Co. including statistical and financial analyses, 
corporate reports, clerical and bookkeeping assist- 
ance and office space. The Management Corpora- 
tion is now in the process of building up a sepa- 
rate and independent research staff and services 
but Oppenheimer & Co. has agreed to continue to 
make available to the Management Corporation 
for at least one year such statistical and adminis- 
trative services as the Management Corporation 
may reasonably require while it is in the process 
of assembling and employing its own staff. 


Approximately 82% of the outstanding stock of 


the Management Corporation (including all of 
the voting stock) is owned by Oppenheimer & Co. 
There are 3,426 outstanding shares of non-voting 
stock, representing approximately 18% of tlie total 
outstanding stock, which are owned by members 
of the immediate families of certain partners or 
former partners of Oppenheimer & Co. who them- 
selves are not personally active in the business of 
the Management Corporation although as holders 
of such non-voting stock they will participate in 
any profits which may be derived therefrom. 


Officers or directors of the Fund who are also 


partners of Oppenheimer & Co. receive indirect 
compensation from the Fund by reason of the 
ownership by Oppenheimer & Co. of the stock of 
the Management Corporation and through their 
participation in the usual and customary broker-

Brokerage fees 
Oppenheimer & Co. has been the major recipi- 
ent of brokerage ices for the Fund in the purchase 
and sale of portfolio securities and the l?oard of 
Directors has expressed its intention that this 
should continue. In the event, however, that a 
better price could IK- obtained through another 
broker, the Fund would place the order with such 
other broker. The actual allocations of brokerage 
are made by the portfolio manager who is cur- 
rently a Vice President of the Fund and of the 
Management Corporation. For the year ended De- 
cember 31,1967 total brokerage, commissions paid 
amounted to $2,047,643 of which Oppenheimer 
& Co. received $ 1,211, 834 at customary rates. 


Brokerage commissions amounting to $835,809 


were paid during the same period to brokers other 
than Oppenheimer & Co. in return for special re- 
search and statistical information, as well as for 
services rendered by such other brokers in the exe- 
cution of orders. This may also continue. It is not 
possible to place a dollar value on the special exe 
cudons or on the research services received by the 
Management Corporation from other brokers ef- 
fecting transactions in portfolio securities. The 
Fund requires Oppenheimer & Co., as its regular 
broker, and other brokers employed for special 
executions and in recognition of research services, 
to effect transactions in portfolio securities in such 
a manner as to get prompt execution of orders at 
the most favorable price, and the Fund intends to 
continue this policy in the future. The allocation 
of brokerage business, directly and by means of 
give-ups, in order to obtain additional research 
services permits the Management Corporation and 
Oppenheimer & Co. to supplement their own re- 
search and analysis activities and to make available 
to the Management Corporation for its analysis 
and consideration, prior to making recommenda- 
tions, the views and information of individuals 
and research staffs of other different securities 
firms. In the opinion ot management, the receipt 
and study by the Management Corporation of re- 
search advice from others has not reduced the 
overall expenses of the research department of 
Oppenheimer & Co. or the expenses of Oppen- 
heimer Management Corporation. Allocations of 
brokerage to others, including directions for give- 
ups, arc made in the best judgment of the port- 
folio manager of the Fund, and not in accord- 
ance with any formula. Neither Op))cnhciiner & 
Co. nnr any affiliate thereof is the recipient of give- 
ups or reciprocal business generated through the 
purchase or sale ol Fund shares. The Fund, as a 
matter of policy, has never directed the handling 
of purchases or sales ot portfolio securities, whether 
on a principal or an agency basis, to dealers for 
selling shares of the Fund, and Oppenheimcr & 
Co. has been advised that the Fund docs not in- 


. tend to allocate brokerage business in this way. 


The Management Corporation, as General Dis- 
tributor, however, pays dealers a larger part of the 
sales charge for selling shares of the Fund than 
they receive for selling shares of most other funds. 


Investment aims 


Oppcnheimer Fund's goal is to seek the maximum 
capital growth consistent with what it-considers 
prudence. It is designed for an investor who, 
aware of the risk, looks for this growth of invest- 
ment value over the years rather than current in- 
come. While current income is a secondary objec- 
tive, it is hoped that growth in income will accom- 
pany growth in capital. 


In practice, Oppenheimer Fund invests your 


money in those common stocks that, in managc"- 
mcnt's best judgment, offer growth possibilities. 
However, management at all times retains a flex- 
ible approach to investment. Neither the business 
economy nor the stock market climbs continu- 
ously,.and there may be occasions when it is un- 
wise to be fully invested in common stocks. At 
such times, prudence might indicate that all or 
part of the Fund's assets be placed into defensive 
securities, including bonds, or cash. 


In short, Oppenheimer Fund is a fully man- 


aged fund. Although it seeks capital growth, there 
is no assurance that the Fund's objectives will'be 
met or that there may not be substantial losses in 
any given investment. At any time, the value of 
die Fund's shares may be either more or less than 
they cost the investor. The calculation of such 
risks rests with the management of the Fund, as 
the investor may not be in a position to know or 
weigh the risk factors of any particular situation. 
The Fund is not intended lor investors whose 
principal objective is assured income and con- 
servation of capital. 


Concentration of Investments 


The Fund reserves the right to concentrate up to 
50% of the value of its total assets in any one in- 
dustry and may do so at such time as such con- 
centration is deemed appropriate to achieve its 
investment objectives. This, in the opinion of the 
Fund, would be only on rare occasions when trends 
in the market as a whole were considered unfavor- 
able but at the same time some particular industry 
might be believed to afford better than average 
prospects. Except in such a case, it is not fhe inten- 
tion of the Fund to concentrate more .than 25% 
of the value of its total assets in any one industry. 
As of December 31, 1967, the Fund did not have 
25% of its assets concentrated in any one industry. 


Diversification 


The Fund is a diversified investment company. 
Accordingly, as to 75% of its total assets, not more 
than 5% of the value of its gross assets taken at 
market value may be invested in the securities of 
any one issuer (not including Federal Govern- 
ment securities) and not more, than 10% of any 
class ol the outstanding voting securities of any 
one issuer may be acquired. The spreading of risk 


that results from diversification will be diminished 
to the extent that the Fund does not diversify the 
25% of its assets that is excluded from the above 
requirements. 


The proportions as to mediums in which invest- 


ments will be made and the extent of the use of 
various investment methods cannot be estimated 
in advance and will vary horn time to time in ac- 
cordance with management's appraisal of current 
conditions. 


Special situations 


Capital appreciation may l>e sought through in- 
vestments in "special situations" by which is meant 
a company where some particular development 
has occurred or is expected to occur which, in the 
opinion of management, may prompt an increase 
in the value of the company's securities, regard 
less of general business conditions or the move- 
ment of the market as a whole. 


Such situations would include securities of com- 


panies involved in reorganizations, mergers, con- 
solidations, receiverships, liquidations, or unusual 
developments with respect to securities of com- 
panies having special products and techniques or 
unusually favorable factors such as research abil- 
ity, tax advantages or good managements. 


When the Fund can 
borrow money 


The Fund intends to use funds borrowed from 
banks to provide leverage for possible additional 
profit whenever management shall deem such a 
course to Ix; desirable. In order to raise additional 
cash for investment, the Fund may borrow money, 
paying a fixed amount of interest. Any investment 
gains made with the additional monies in excess of 
interest paid will cause the net asset value of the 
Fund shares to rise faster than would otherwise be 
the case. On the other hand, if the investment per- 
formance of the additional monies fails to cover 
their cost to the Fund, net asset value of Fund 
shares will decrease faster than would otherwise 
be the case.This is the speculative factor known as 
"leverage.'' Furthermore, a policy of borrowing for 
leverage purposes increases the investment risks 
to investors in shares in the Fund. 


I he amount ot money to be borrowed under 


the Investment Company Act must be covered by 
asset value of at least 300%. If at any time the 
Fund's asser value falls lx:low 300% of the out- 
standing loans, the Fund must, within three days 
(not including Sundays or I lolidays) reduce its 
bank loans to restore the 300% level. As of Decem- 
ber 31, 1967, the Fund had no outstanding loans. 


Short-term operations 


Capital appreciation will normally be sought 
through long-term holdings. I lowevcr, the Fund 
may engage in occasional short-term operations 
and may make such portfolio changes as shall be 
deemed necessary to protect the value of the Fund. 
Short-term operations would result.in more trad- 
ing than customary, with possibilities of losses and 
larger expenses including brokerage commissions. 
The Fund docs not normally contemplate deriv- 
ing more than 30% of gross income from short-

Investment company 
securities 


The Fund may also invest in securities of other 
investment companies including small business 
investment companies provided that it will not 
acquire more than 5% of the voting stock of an- 
other investment company which has a policy of 
concentrating investments in a particular industry 
or group of industries or more than 3% of the vot- 
ing stock of another investment company which 
does not have such a policy (excluding stock re- 
ceived as a dividend or as part of a merger or other 
reorganization). Investments in small business in- 
vestment companies will be made whenever man- 
agement may deem it desirable, but other invest- 
ment company slock purchased will be only that 
of a closed-end company purchased on the open 
market in exceptional circumstances such as 
where the purchase price was at a substantial dis- 
count from its net asset value. The Fund has not 
made any such investment over the past 3 years. 


Management interests 
The Fund may invest in companies for the pur- 
pose or influencing their managerial policy if such 
should be deemed desirable by management. How- 
ever, over the last 3 years the Fund has not made 
any such investment. The Fund will not purchase 
or retain the securities of any issuer if those officers 
and directors of the Fund or the Management 
Corporation who own individually more than Vi 
of 1% of such.issuer together own more than 5% 
of the securities of such issuer nor will it make any 
investment which would cause more than 15% of 
the value of its assets to be invested in securities 
which are subject to legal or contractual restric- 
tions on resale or are otherwise not readily saleable. 


Investment protection 


To protect shareholders, the Fund operates under 
certain restrictions on investment policy which arc 
fundamental policies that cannot be changed with- 
out approval of a majority of the shares outstand- 
ing. Under these restrictions, the Fund cannot: 
(a) Issue bonds, debentures, or senior equity se- 


curities; 


(b) Underwrite securities of other companies; 
(c) Invest in real estate (including leases, mort- 


gages, or participations in real estate or real 
estate investment trusts); 


(d) Lend money except in connection with the 


acquisition of a portion of an issue of publicly 
distributed bonds, debentures, or other corpo- 
rate obligations; 


(e) Make short sales; 
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( f) In vest i n commodities or commod ity contracts; 
(g) Purchase or sell securities on margin; 
(h) Borrow money except from a bank, and then 


only if there is an asset coverage of at least 
300%. 


How to buy shares 


The Oppenheimer Management Corporation is 
the General Distributor of the Fund and, as its 
agent, distributes Fund shares through author- 
ized securities dealers. Shares may be purchased 
at the public offering price which is net asset value 
plus a sales charge. 


The distribution agreement is subject to annual 


approval by the Board of Directors or by the share- 
holders of the Fund. Sales expenses and the cost 
of the printing and mailing of prospectuses are 
paid by the Distributor. 


Where shares of the Fund are sold through 


approved dealers, in the United States and its ter- 
ritories, such dealers receive a dealers' discount 
ranging from 7Vi% to .90 of 1% of the offering 
price. Under certain circumstances, commissions 
up to the entire sales charge may be reallowed to 
dealers. Such dealers may be deemed to be under- 
writers within the meaning of §2(11) of the 
Securities Act of 1933. 


Net asset value of the Fund's shares is deter- 


mined in the manner set forth under the caption 
"Determination of net asset value." The offer- 
ing price is determined as of the close of the New 
York Stock Exchange on any business day and is 
in effect from one hour after closing until 2 p.m. 
New York time the next business day. The offer- 
ing price determined as of 1 p.m. on any business 
day is in effect from 2 p.m. until one hour after 
the closing of the New York Stock Exchange on 
that day.

The above scale applies to purchases made at any 
one time by'"any person," which includes an indi- 
vidual, or an individual, his spouse and their chil- 
dren under the age of twenty-one, purchasing 
securities for his or their own accounts, or a trus- 
tee or other fiduciary purchasing securities for a 
single trust estate or single fiduciary account (in- 
cluding a pension, profit-sharing, or other em- 
ployee benefit trust created pursuant to a plan 
qualified under Section 401 of the Internal Rev- 


enue Code) although more than one beneficiary 
is involved; however, the term "any person" docs 
not include a group of individuals whose funds 
are combined, directly or indirectly, for the pur- 
chase of redeemable securities of a registered in- 
vestment company jointly or through a trustee, 
agent, custodian, or other representative, nor docs 
it include a trustee, agent, custodian, or other rep 
resentative of such a group. 


All orders for the purchase of shares of the Fund 


are subject to acceptance or rejection by the Dis- 
tributor in its sole discretion. The sale of shares 
will be susjxmded during any period when the de- 
termination of net asset value is suspended, and 
may be suspended by the Board of Directors when- 
ever in its judgment it is in the best interests of 
the Fund to do so. 


In the event that any overinvestment company 


is merged or consolidated with or acquired by the 
Fund, shares may be issued in connection there- 
with at net asset value. 


No sales charge is made in the case of shares 


sold as an investment to officers or directors, and 
bona fide, full-time employees of the Fund and 
the Management Corporation, or to a partner or 
full-time employee of Oppenheimer & Co. which 
acts as Sub-Investment Advisor, if they have been 
such for at least ninety days, provided that the 
purchaser gives his written assurance that the 
purchase is made for investment purposes and 
that the Fund's shares will not be resold except 
through redemption by or on behalf of the Fund. 


Shares of Oppenheimer Fund, Inc. may be pur- 


chased in: Alabama, Alaska, Arizona, Arkansas, 
California, Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, 
District of Columbia, Florida, Georgia, Hawaii,

Letter of intent 


The reduced sales charge may also I» available to 
"any person," as outlined at left, who submits a 
Letter of Intent to the General Distributor on ini- 
tial purchase. This letter must state an intention 
of purchasing within a thirteen month period a 
total number of Fund shares of not less than 
$25,000. On acceptance of this letter, the investor 
becomes eligible for the sales charge applicable to 
the total shares purchased within such thirteen 
month period. 


Right of accumulation 


The graduated sales charges listed at left may be 
applied to any subsequent purchases of Fund 
shares where the aggregate investment of "any 
person" is $25,000 or more either through direct 
holdings of Fund shares or through participation 
in the Oppenheimer Systematic Capital Accumu- 
lation Program (OSCAP). If for example "any 
person" has previously purchased and still holds 
Fund shares with a market value of $10,000 on 


which he paid a charge of 8.5% and subsequently 
purchased $ 15,000 of additional Fund shares, the 
charge applicable to the trade of $15,000 would 
be 6%. The aggregate quantity of securities previ 
ously purchased or acquired and then owned plus 
the securities being purchased may be combined 
to determine the market value of the aggregate in- 
vestment oF "any person" in ascertaining the sales 
charge applicable to each subsequent purchase. 
The current offering price is used to determine 
market value. The General Distributor must be 
notified when a sale takes place which would 
qualify for tiie reduced charge on the basis of pre 
vious purchases. The reduced charge will be 
granted upon confirmation of the investor's hold- 
ings through a check of the records of the Fund 
and the Oppenhcinicr Systematic Capital Accu- 
mulation Program. 


How to 


liquidate shares 


Shareholders who wish to sell or liquidate their 
shares may do so easily and quickly. The Fund has 
appointed the Oppenheimer Management Cor- 
poration as its agent to repurchase any shares at a 
price as set forth on this page under the caption 
"Determination of Net Asset Valuel'Thispricemay 
be greater or smaller than the cost to the investor, 
depending on the market value of the Fund's in- 
vestments at the time of redemption. You can find 
the daily price of Oppenheimer Fund shares in 
leading newspapers and financial publications. 


The redemption price will be calculated twice 


daily and will be determined in the following 
manner: 
(1) If a redemption request is received during a 
day when the New York Stock Exchange is open 
tor trading not later than one hour after the clos- 
ing of the Exchange, at the price next to be deter- 
mined. (2) Or if a redemption request is received 
during the period from one hour after the close of 
the New York Stock Exchange to 12:01 a.m. of 
the day of the next succeeding opening, at the 
price then in effect. Adjustments for fractions are 
made to the nearest cent. 


Requests for redemption of Fund shares should 


be in writing and made to Oppenheimer Manage- 
ment Corporation, accompanied by certificates in 
lorm for transfer (and assigned in blank). Secu 
rities dealers may charge their customers a com- 
mission for handling a transaction involving a 
redemption of Fund shares. I lowever, such addi- 
tional charges can l>e avoided by effecting the. re- 
demption directly through the Fund. 


Shares held by the Dividend Agent in an Open 


Purchase Account can be liquidated through the 
Dividend Agent on written request. 


Following a written demand for redemption, 


the Fund will make payment in cash, ordinarily 
within one day after the shares have been duly 


presented, and in any event, within seven days 
after presentation of shares. 


Under no circumstances can the Fund refuse a 


shareholder the right to redeem his shares. If the 
Board of Directors determines that economic con- 
ditions would make it detrimental to the best in- 
terests of the remaining shareholders of the Fund 
!o make payment wholly or partly in cash, the 
Fund may pay the redemption price in whole or 
in part by a distribution- in kind of securities from 
the portfolio of the Fund, in lieu of cash, taking 
such securities at the same value employed in de- 
termining net asset value, and selecting the securi- 
ties in such manner as the Board of Directors may 
deem fair and equitable. The Fund may suspend 
the right of redemption during any period when: 
(1) the New York Stock Exchange is closed or 
trading is restricted; (2) the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission has ordered such a suspen- 
sion for the protection of the remaining share- 
holders; (3) an emergency exists as a result of 
which disposal by the Fund of securities owned 
and evaluation of net assets is not reasonably prac- 
ticable. 


The Fund has no right to compel a shareholder 


to surrender any or all of his shares for redemption. 


Determination 


of net asset value 
of Fund's shares 


Net asset value of the Fund's shares is determined 
as of the close of the New York Stock Kxchange 
on each business day. At 1:00 p.m. of each busi- 
ness day net asset value is determined by applying 
to the price of the previous day's closing adjust- 
ments designed reasonably to reflect material 
changes in the market value of its holdings.'How- 
ever, net asset value may be computed at more fre- 
quent intervals, and the price may be withdrawn 
or recomputed as of a later time whenever the net 
asset value has altered so that the withdrawn price 
no longerapproximates the fair value of the shares. 


Net asset value is determined by dividing the 


value of the net assets of the Fund (i.e., the value 
of the assets of the Fund less its liabilities exclu- 
sive of capital stock and surplus), by the total 
number of shares outstanding at such close. 


In determining the value of the assets, each se 


curity traded on a national securities exchange is 
valued at the last reported sale price on that day. 
If there has been no sale on such day or on the 
previous day on which such exchange was open 
(if a week has not elapsed between such days), 
then the value of such security is taken to be the 
average between the reported bid and asked price 
at the time as of which the value is being ascer- 
tained. However, if such average does not reason- 
ably reflect the true market value, then the value- 
is taken at such amount as is deemed reasonable, 
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but not less than said bid price nor more than said 
asked price. 


Any security not traded on a securities exchange 


hut traded in the over-the-counter markets is val- 
ued at its last quoted bid price. Any securities or 
other assets for which market quotations are not 
readily available are valued at fair value as deter- 
mined in good faith by the Board of Directors. 


Liabilities for accounts payable are stated at 


face amounts payable therefor, expenses and taxes- 
are accrued monthly at estimated amounts, and 
dividends payable by the Fund are deducted as of 
the elose of business on the record date. No ac- 
crual is made for taxes on unrealized appreciation 
of securities owned by the Fund unless tiie direc- 
tors determine otherwise. 


Tax information 


The Fund has elected to be a regulated invest- 
ment company under the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954. Accordingly it will be necessary to dis-' 
tribute to its stockholders at least 90% of the in- 
come of the Fund (exclusive of capital gains) 
earned during that year. Such distribution will be 
taxable to the shareholder, and income tax is pay- 
able by the Fund only on the balance retained, if 
any. A shareholder, receiving a distribution from 
net income or an excess of net short-term capital 
gain over net long-term capital loss from the Fund, 
treats it as a receipt of ordinary income in the 
computation of his gross income. 


Net capital gains of the Fund, being the excess 


of net long-term capital gains over net short-term 
capital losses, distributed by it as capital gain dis- 
tributions are not taxable to the Fund and are 
taxable to the shareholders under the Internal 
Revenue Code as long-term capital gains irrespec- 
tive of the length of time a shareholder has held 
his stock. Capital gain distributions are not eligible 
for the $100 dividend received exclusion. 


If the net asset value of slimes were reduced 


below a shareholder's cost by distribution of gain 
realized on sale of securities, such distribution 
would be a return of investment though taxable 
as stated above. 


The Fund reserves the right not to qualify as a 


"regulated investment company" with respect to 
any particular taxable year or years. In such event, 
the Fund would be treated for tax purposes as an 
ordinary corporation and distributions to share- 
holders would be taxed in the same way as distri- 
butions by an ordinary corporation. The status of 
the Fund as a regulated investment company docs 
not involve government supervision of manage- 
ment or of investment practices or policies. 
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Special investment plans 


To meet the varying needs of individual investors, 


. Oppenheimer Fund offers several special plans. 
Each plan is tailored to the needs of a different 
group, including people who are self-employed, 
people who find it hard to accumulate large sums 
for investment, and people who need some current 
income from invested capital. Any additional cost 
of administering these special plans are borne hy. 
the shareholders participating therein or by the 
General Distributor. 


Open purchase account 
& dividend reinvestment 


An Oppenheimer Open Purchase Account may 
be established by those who wish to invest in the 
Fund on a regular programmed basis. This volun- 
tary accumulation plan enables you to automati- 
cally reinvest all dividends and distributions at 
net asset value without a sales charge. 


You may start an Oppenheimer Open Purchase 


Account with $20 or more. There are no mini- 
mum requirements on subsequent investments. 
Once the.account is established, you may invest 
whatever and whenever you please. 


The Dividend Agent (Investment Companies 


Services Corporation, Box 2121, Boston, Massa- 
chusetts 02106) in addition to reinvesting all your 
dividends and distributions at net asset value with- 
out a sales charge, applies additional voluntary 
periodic investments to the purchase of additional 
shares of stock at tlic public offering price. Shares 
and fractional units so acquired are credited to the 
participating shareholder's account. Normally, no 
certificates for such shares are issued unless specifi- 
cally requested. 


To participate in the Oppenheimer Open Pur- 


chase Account simply complete the appropriate 
application form which may be obtained through 
the Distributor. This application is not a contract 
and there is no obligation. You may participate in 
the plan for many years to come, or the plan may 
be terminated at any time, without penalty, by 
the shareholder, the Fund, the Distributor, or the 
Dividend Agent. No continuous investment plan 
can assure a profit or protect against depreciation 
in a declining market. 
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Retirement plans for 
self-employed individuals 
The General Distributor has available two proto- 
type retirement plans, approved by the Internal 
Revenue Service, for those of you who arc self- 
employed and wish to purchase shares of the Fund 
in conjunction .with the Self-Employed Individu- 
als Tax Retirement Act of 1962. 


The first plan contemplates the investment of 


all contributions in shares of the Fund which will 
be held pursuant to a Custodial Agreement. The 
second plan provides for an investment of a por- 
tion (less than 50%) of the contributions in insur- 
ance or annuity policies which will be held, to- 
gether with the Fund shares, pursuant to a Trust 
Agreement. 


Both agreements provide that New England 


Merchants National Bank of Boston, Massachu- 
setts, will furnish the custodial or trustee services 
required by the Act and will receive the following 
service fees chargeable to the self-employed indi- 
vidual, except in a year when no contribution is 
made, in which case the fee is charged to the ac- 
count. In the case of custodial accounts: for open- 
ing, $2.00 per plan; for annual maintenance, $4.00 
for the first account, $2.00 for each subsequent ac- 
count; for each distribution other than a periodic 
distribution, $5.00. In the case ofv trust accounts: 
for opening, $5.00 per plan; for annual mainte-. 
nance, $8.00 for the first account, $6.00 for each 
subsequent account; for each distribution other 
than a periodic distribution, $10.00. These fees 
normally will be deducted from contributions prior 
to investment. 


The bank reserves the right to increase these 


fees in future years, but will give each employer 
at least 90 days notice of any such increase. Extra 
service requested of the bank not covered by the 
terms of the agreements may require special fees. 
Such Jees will be detailed on receipt of specific 
written request outlining the service to be per- 
formed. 


For further details, including the right to ap- 


point a successor trustee or custodian, see the 
agreements and retirement plans as provided by 
the General Distributor. It is advisable for an in- 
vestor considering the funding of a Keogh Act Re- 
tirement Plan to consult with an attorney or to 


obtain'advice from a competent retirement plan 
consultant with respect to the requirements of the 
plan and the tax aspects thereof. 
Oppenheimer automatic 
withdrawal plan 
. 


Anyone who owns or purchases shares of the 
Oppenheimer Fund valued at $5,000 or more at 
current offering price, may establish an Auto- 
matic Withdrawal Plan. 


Under this plan, you—oranyone you designate- 


will receive a monthly or quarterly check in a 
stated amount on the selected date. 


You may direct the Dividend Agent to reinvest 


dividends and distributions on your shares at net 
asset value, and to redeem such shares of the Fund 
as may be necessary to meet withdrawal payments. 
Dividends and distributions will be applied first 
to such withdrawal payments and thereafter shares 
will be liquidated to the extent necessary. 


To permit you to take advantage of any capita! 


appreciation which may occur or to restrict the de- 
pletion of your shares in the case of capital de- 
preciation., you may—under a withdrawal plan— 
request withdrawal on the basis of a selected per- 
centage of net asset value of shares instead of 
in fixed dollar amounts. In such case, the dollar 
amount of the monthly or quarterly checks each 
year will be computed by the Dividend Agent and 
will be based upon such selected percentage of net 
asset value of the shares as of the end of the pre- 
ceding year. Each payment must be not less than 
$40, which is not a recommended amount and 
which may not be suitable in all cases.

Dividend and 
distribution policy 
The Fund intends to declare dividends on an an- 
nual basis out of investment income. Distributions 
may also be made annually out of net realized 
capital gains and any such distributions will be 
accompanied by a statement of the source of such 
payment and the basis of its calculation. 


If net capital losses are realized in any year they 


are charged against principal and not against net 
investment income, which is distributed regard- 
less of gains or losses. There is no fixed dividend 
rate and there can be no assurance as to the pay- 
ment of any dividends or the realization of any 
capital gains. 


The receipt of a distribution of investment in- 


come or capital gain shortly after purchase of 
shares reduces the net asset value of shares on the 
record date by the amount of such distributions. 
In such an event, the distribution, while subject 
to Federal income taxes, is not a return or incre- 
ment on the amount invested but is in effect a 
return of capital. 


Miscellaneous 
All shares of the Fund are of one class with equal 
voting and dividend rights and are repurchasable 
as explained on page 11 at net asset value. 


Neither the Fund nor its shareholders bear any 


of the advertising or sales costs of the Fund, in 
eluding the cost of publishing this document. 


First National City Bank, 399 Park Avenue, 


New York, N.Y. 10022, is Custodian of the secu- 
rities and assets of the Fund. The Custodian, of 
course, does not protect the Fund's shareholders 
against a possible decline of the market value of 
the Fund's investments nor does it act as trustee 
or supervise the Fund's investment policy, port- 
folio decisions, or dividend policy. 


The annual meeting of the shareholders is held

Non-cumulative voting 
These shares have non-cumulative voting rights 
which means that the holders of more than 50% 
of the shares voting for the election of directors 
can elect 100% of the directors if they choose to do 
so, and, in such event, the holders of the remain- 
ing less than 50% of the shares voting for the elec- 
tion of directors will not be able to elect any person 
or persons to the Board of Directors.

In April 1967, a shareholder now owning with 
his son approximately 203 Fund shares brought a 
shareholder's suit for damages and other relief 
from Oppenheimer Management Corporation, 
Oppenheimer & Co., and the directors, charging 
that the Board is dominated by Oppenhefmer & 
Co., and that sums paid by the Fund as manage- 
ment fees and brokerage commissions were exces- 
sive. The suit seeks recover)1 of these sums and 
cancellation of the management agreement then 
in effect, and the underwriting agreement along 


with counsel fees for the plaintiff's attorney. In 
July 1968, another shareholder believed to own 
approximately 350 Fund shares brought a sub- 
stantially similar suit which also seeks cancella- 
tion of the investment management agreement 
now in effect. In the opinion of both counsel for 
the Fund and for the Management Corporation 
these suits have no legal merit.

erally accepted accounting principles applied on a 
consistent basis.

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Notes to financial statements 


NOTE 1: No provision has been made for Federal income 
taxes as the Company currently intends to comply with the 
provisions available to certain investment companies under 
the applicable sections of the Internal Revenue Code and to 
distribute taxable net ordinary income to shareholders in 
amounts which will avoid or minimize income taxes, and dis- 
tribute such portion of capital gains as may be determined by 
the Board of Directors and on any retained balance thereof 
to pay a capital gains tax for account of the stockholders. 
NOTE 2: Investment advisory fees are payable to Oppen- 
heimer Management Corporation at an annual fee equal to 
(a) 10 per cent of an amount derived by deducting the un- 
realized depreciation, if any, represented by the market value 
of securities owned by the Fund at the end of the year from 
the net realized capital gains of the Fund and Cb) 10 per 
cent of dividends considered as income for Federal income 
tax purposes and (c) 10 per cent of interest received or re- 
ceivable during each year. In the event that an unrealized 
net loss shall be taken into account for the purpose of com- 
puting the management fee, the value of the securities used 
at the end of the year for the purpose of computing such net 
loss shall be taken as the cost of such securities in computing 
future management fees. The Investment Advisor further 
agrees that total compensation receivable for any year shall in 
no case be greater than 1 per cent of the net asset value of 
the Fund at the end of that year. The Qppenheimer Manage- 
ment Corporation has allowed as a credit against the invest- 
ment advisory fee C$1,508,226) the amount of certain sal- 
aries and related expenses C$30,350) paid directly by the 
Fund, which results in a net fee of $1,477,876. 


On December 28, 1967 shareholders approved a new man- 


agement agreement effective January 1, 1968. The percent- 
age to be used in calculating the investment advisory fee will 
decrease as the net assets increase. A bonus or refund provi- 
sion will be included based on a comparison xvith the per- 
formance of the Standard & Poor's Composite Stock Price 


Index of 500 Stocks Csee page 7). 


In conjunction with termination of the Conner agreement, 


Oppenheimet Management Corp. agreed to waive all rights 
to contingent advisory fees previously accrued resulting in 
elimination of the reserve for contingent advisory fee C$606,- 
735). Had the former agreement remained in force, this re- 
serve would have approximated $1,500,000 at Dec. 31, 1967. 


During the year ended Dec. 31, 1967, total commissions 


paid by the Fund equalled $2,047,643 of which Oppen- 
heimer & Co. received $1,211,834 at customary rates. Legal 
fees and expenses of $11,691 were paid to Palmer, Series, 
Delaney 8c Shaw of which firm Mr. Delaney, a Director, was 
a partner. Townsend & Lewis, of which firm Mr. Delaney is 
a partner, received $5,066 {at legal services. 
NOTE 3: During the year ended December 31, 1967, pur- 
chases and sales of investment securities other than United 
States Government obligations aggregated $176,867,192 and 
$159,179,751, respectively. 
NOTE 4: In determining net gains from sales and exchanges 
of securities, the cost of securities sold and exchanged has 
been determined on the basis of identified cost. If determined 
on an average cost basis, net gain would have been $25,059,- 
023 for the year ended Dec. 31,1967. 
NOTE 5: For the year ended Dec. 31,1967, selling charges 
on the shares of the Fund's slock amounted to $1,499,056 on 
2,173,593 shares. Of this, $1,256,344 was reallowca to other 
dealers. Oppenheimer & Co. received $53,316 as a Dealer. 
Oppenheimer Management Corporation as General Distribu- 
tor received $189,396. 


Oppenbeimer & Co., as General Distributor for the Op- 


penheimer Systematic Capital Accumulation Program, re- 
ceived $102,504 for its services and it also received $27,192 
For services as a Dealer of said program. Oppenheimer Man- 
agement Corporation was appointed General Distributor on 
May 1, 1967 and received $293,521. 
NOTE 6: On or about April 24, 1967, a shareholder, own- 
ing with his son approximately 56 Fund shares, instituted a 
stockholder suit seeking injunctive and other relief, as well

as damages, from Oppenheimer Management Corporation 
and Oppenheimer & Co., and the Directors of the Fund, al- 
legedly for the benefit of the Fund. The suit charges that the 
entire Board of Directors is dominated by Oppenheimer & 
Co., that the sums paid by the Fund as management fees and 
brokerage commissions were improper and excessive, and 
other nutters! Recovery of these suras is sought for the Fund, 
and the suit also seeks cancellation of the Investment Ad- 
visory Agreement then in effect, and Underwriting Agree- 
ment with the Management Corporation, and counsel fees 
for the attorneys for the plaintiff. In the opinion of counsel 
to the Fund, the suit has no legal merit. While for technical 
reasons the Fund is named as a party defendant, it should be 
noted that the suit does not seek any damages from the Fund 
or from its shareholders. However, this litigation will result 
in additional expenses to the Fund by way of legal services 
and by way of probable reimbursement of expenses incurred 
by the Directors in defending the suit. It is not possible at 
this time to anticipate the amount of such expenses. The ac- 
tion, entitled De Renzis v. Levy, et al, was brought in the 
U. S. District Court for the Southern District of New York. 
NOTE 7: On Dec. 28, 1967, a capital gains distribution of 
$3.60 was declared, payable Feb. 15,1968, to stockholders of 
record Jan. 31, 1968. This distribution is expected to approxi- 
mate $19,500,000, which amount has not been reflected in 
the financial statements. In order to comply with provisions 
of the Internal Revenue Code referred to in Note 1, the 
Board of Directors intends to declare, before June 15, 1968, a 
distribution of the balance of undistributed net realized capi- 
tal gains for the year ended Dec. 31,1967. 
NOTE 8: An increase in the authorized shares of Capital 
Stock to 50,000,000 shares was approved by shareholders on 
Dec. 28, 1967; the Amendment of the Certificate of Incorpo- 
ration was filed Jan. 8,1968 with the State of New York. 


In addition, shareholders approved a 3-for-l stock split ef- 


fective Jan. 31, 1968 and to transfer from Paid-in-Surplus to 
the Capital Stock account of $ 1 par value of each share to be 
distributed.

ACK WHEN I was a boy in the elementary 


schools of the Great Flickertail State of 


North Dakota I learned a poem about autumn. I 
recall It now through a glass dimly seen — that 
Is, I cannot quote it.

Oh, yes, we fry to 
laugh it off, but football and the World Series" are 
anti-free enterprise and pull-yourself-up-by-your- 
bootstraps. 'How can you make a million in real 
estate or on the stock market when you ..have 
turned your back on a prospect in order to watch 
Roger Maris on the old color TV? 


, But that is not the worst fault of October. The 


worst fault of October is that it:is the beginning 
of the cocktail party season.

When any social phenomenon as complex as a

The 'press'•party! is a cocktail party thrown by 


a firm or organization that is being investigated, 
by the IRS, the.SEC, the FTC, the NAACP.'the 


. CRA, or any other organization that chooses to 


hide behind initials instead of standing up and 
being counted. The general idea is to serve re- 
porters enough booze so that they become befud- 
dled and transpose the initials of the investigating 
body, thus making their whole stories suspect. 


Press parties, are attended by public relations 


men from the sponsoring firm, pretty secretaries 
from the sponsoring firm, off-duty police officers, 
advertising' executives, and personal injury attor- 
neys. Occasionally a-few news reporters show up. 
Most of them, however, hear about it .the next 
day and complain, "Jeez, that sounds like a good 
party.

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They Keep the Peace

•MACK HAS BREAKFAST with his pret- 
'* ty wife, Betty, and their two ch.il- • 
dren. Then he gives her a peck on the. 
cheek and drives off to work. 


Unlike most other wives, Betty feels 


a little twinge of fear. Will she see him 
alive again? Will he be hurt? 


Betty represses her fear. As a police- 


man's wife she has learned a measure 
of self-discipline. 


Police work is definitely dangerous. 


The City of Long Beach has 625 offi- 
cers. Never a day goes by without 
someone being off duty because of in- 
juries he received on the job. And po- 
licemen know that no weekend passes 
without injuries. Policemen, also get 
killed; 76 in the nation were murdered 
last year. The accident1 death rate is 
also high; 47 were killed accidentally, 
mostly in traffic. They are excellent 
drivers, but high-speed chases and oth- 
er difficult driving take their toll. 


These tragic figures are part of the 


cost of keeping civilization going. In a 
sense, the policeman is the most impor- 
tant citizen in society, for without him 
there could be no society. Our lives 
would quickly degenerate into obscene 
. and brutal savagery. It has happened. 
The police in Boston once went on 
strike. Crime" had a field day until.Gov. 
Calvin Coolidge sent in the troops. 


Since the police are the guardians of 


civilization, it is worth-while to under- 
stand them and their duties. What kind 
of guy is Jack? Why does he work at a 
dangerous job which will never make 
him rich when he could be prospering 
in a nice safe office? 


The average citizen has wrong no- 


tions of a policeman's way of life. 
Newspapers and television are in part 
to blame. Newspapers print news, not 
routine actions. TV dramas such as 
"Felony Squad" show police in shoot- 
outs with the bad guys. And once In 
awhile squeamish viewers are shocked 
to see policemen giving young anarch- 
ists a taste of the nightstick in a riot. 
Actually weapons play a small although 
sometimes necessary part in a police- 
man's life. I once knew a retired po- 
liceman who had spent his working life 
on San Pedro's Beacon Street, then 
known as "the toughest street in the 
world." He told me that he had never 
drawn his revolver in line of duty. 


What does Jack do as a patrolman? 


First of all, he does guard duty. It is 
estimated that 80 per cent of a police- 
man's time is spent in observation. He 
cruises around seeing that everything is 
going righl. I once spent a night riding 
with an officer in the toughest district. 
Nothing happened, nothing whatsoever. 
AH the bad guys were asleep, and even 
the motorists were obeying the law. 
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Here's the way Jack's work is divid- 


ed: 


Thirty-five per cent of police work 


is devoted to family and neighborhood 
problems. This can Involve Juvenile 
mischief, a noisy dog, a loud party, a 
husband-and-wife "disagreement" — or 
a berserk man with a gun. 


This work is dangerous. Twenty-one 


per cent of the policemen killed be- 
tween 1960 and 1967 were investigating 
such disturbances. 


Much of the family and neighbor- 


hood work is peace-keeping. A little 
authority, a little understanding, a few 
firm' words can prevent real trouble 
from developing. 


Nine per cent of a policeman's work 


is routine checks of homes of vacation- 
ers, businesses, street conditions, etc. 


. Six per cent is concerned with murder, 


assault, forcible rape and other crimes 
against persons. Robbery — theft with 
violence — accounts for 2 per cent of 
his effort, but burglary involves 11 per 
.cent. 


The police station is the heart of 


police communication. From it the dis- 
patcher in Long Beach sends an aver- 
age of 313 radio dispatches—orders to 
investigate—every 24 hours. A fourth 
of these dispatches result in reports of 
crime. 


Our friend Jack has to be ready for 


every eventuality. Sometimes ' he saves 
a life by quick first aid. Frequently he 
summons an ambulance. He can even 
make do as a midwife. Little children 
and the extremely elderly get lost, and 
he has to see they get home. Some- 
times he acts as a counselor and tells 


,'people, especially the young, how to 


stay out of trouble. He arrests drunks, 


.not so much for their wrong doing as 
for their safety. 
A person who can't 


keep his feet on the sidewalk is e natu- 
ral victim of traffic and of strongarm 
robbers. 
' 
• . . 


Alcohol plays a heavy role in socie- 


ty's troubles. Plain drunk calls account 


• for only 4.3 per cent of police activity, 


but booze in one way or another had 
something to do with 44 per cent of ar- 
rests in July. 


In December, the season to be jolly, 


liquor was a factor in 50 per cent of ar- 
rests. Everything else becomes more 


. desperate 
in 
the 
Christmas 
season. 


Violence, suicide, traffic accidents, rob- 
beries and way-out neurotic behavior 
Increase. The time of "peace on earth, 
good will lo men" is far from that for 
many. 
. 
• 
. 
. 


Recent years, together with an in- 


crease in crime, have brought problems 
that the police do not know how to 
cope with. (Neither does anyone else.) 
Heading the list is the abuse of danger- 
ous drugs. More and more people are 


entering that nightmare world. Among 
them are increasing numbers of the 
very young. Drug abuse is not un- 
known in elementary schools. The po- 
lice are embittered because they feel 
many courts are too lenient. Addicts 
turned loose on the streets will con- 
tinue to be addicts and will cause others 
to take up the vice. "Every addict is a 
pusher," one policeman said. 


Most police work is not concerned 


with "hard crime" — planned and cal- 
culated evil. It is concerned with peo- 
ple who are good citziens most of the 
time. It is concerned with keeping the 


furiously angry man from committing 
murder. 


It is concerned with keeping- the 


drunk driver from killing himself or 
someone else. AndMt is concerned with 
giving the saintly pastor a citation for 
absent-mindedly running the red light 
because lie too is a menace to life and 
property. 


These men, hard-pressed and often 


unfairly bad-mouthed by critics who 
should know better, deserve the help of 
good citizens. But what can the individ- 
ual do? 


"Don't be afraid to become in-

volved," said Deputy Chief Maurice Z. 
Wishon of the Long Beach police. "I 
don't mean that people should take the 
law into their own hands, but they 
should call the police and help them In 
any way." 


And what 
about. the slack-jawed 


boobs who stand and watch while 
women or children are beaten and 
sometimes murdered? "There are some 
things that no man can tolerate," Wish- 
on said. 


The police of metropolitan Los An- 


geles have problems unlike those of 
many cities. Long Beach, for example, 
is filled with people who are not citi- 
zens of the city. There is a large naval 
establishment. Thousands go through 
Long Beach on their way to work. Ev- 
erybody is very mobile, and many are 
transient, changing their residences and 
their jobs 
at 
will. It isn't like Des 


Moines or Oklahoma City where every- 
thing is centralized. 


The crime records show it. In Los 


Angeles County last year the chances 
of being murdered were 7 per 100,000 
citizens. Several metropolises were worse 
—New Orleans had 14.2. Forcible rape, 
a crime that often goes ur.reported, was 
35.4 per 50,000 women. This crime is ap- 
proaching disappearance in some Ameri- 
can cities. Other felony rates here were 
very high. 


Since almost everybody has wheels, 


the problems of one area here can af- 
fect every other area. An emotional 
fuse:lighted in a Los Angeles, slum can 
explode 
in 
Laguna Beach or Rolling 


Hills. 


In a chaotic society wracked by pol- 


itical tensions, "depersonalization" and 
overcrowding, the police are doing the 
best they can. And at best they are 
very good. 


I am not attempting a whitewash 


job. As a newspaperman I know the 
police fairly well. They are — may the 
good Lord help them — human beings. 
Many are inadequate, all of them make 
mistakes, a few are bullies, sadists and 
crooks. (When a policeman turns bad, 
he is more incompetent than any crimi- 
nal he ever arrested.) The majority, 
however, 
are 
decent, 
conscientious, 


rather skillful men doing a job. If they 
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aren't a bit tough and wary, it is too 
bad for them; nine of the officers mur- 
dered last year were slain by their own 
weapons. 


Coming back to Jack, our typical 


young policeman. What does he do 
with his spare time? How does he live 
when he is not on duty? 


In many respects he is a typical 


good young citizen. He is interested in 
his wife and family. His job creates 
tensions, partly because of irregular 


working hours. 
Often 
he works 
at 


night. He is wise not to bring his job 
.home and tell his wife everything that 
happened because most women don't 
like to hear details about the sordid un- 
derworld. Divorce occurs, but probably 
not quite as frequently as in general 
society. Many wives take pride in police 
work. 


Jack is something of a student. He 


had to have a high school diploma to 
get on the force, and there are extra

pay incentives for additional education. 
Many in Long Beach have college de- 
grees and there are several graduate 
students. Modern police methods ara 
highly professional and involve knowl- 
edge of science and social science. 


However, don't get the idea that 


Jack and his friends spend, all their 
time in libraries. Police work attracts 
active men, and there is emphasis on 
youth. They like to use their muscles. 
The Long Beach Department has a fully 
equipped gym which is in constant use. 
And among their spare-time sports are 
skin-diving, hunting, fishing, mountain- 
climbing, surfing, sailing, basketball, 
bowling and pool. The pistol team, of 
course, ranks high with men who may 
have to use weapons 
to save their 


lives. Police also like to work with 
boys, helping them with baseball and 
rifle shooting and a dozen other activi- 
ties. 


What future does Jack have? He 


can stay with the department and event- 
ually become a ranking 
officer. 
Or 


may go into some other profession or 
into the business world. Or he may go 
to a small town to be a policeman. 


"We lose ' many good policemen," 


Wishon 
said, "because 
they w a n t 


to rear 
their children in nice little 


towns were society is stable and where 
they can take the kids to the woods 
and teach them to hunt, and fish." 


This would be unfortunate, not for 


Jack, but the the Southland. America's 
life is now and will continue to be in 
the foreseeable future in the great ur- 
ban centers. If it is to be a life worth 
living, we must have discipline and or- 
der and liberty under law. Otherwise, 
the metropolis, will become a jungle 
ruled by felons arid mobs and ultimate- 
ly by tyrants. 


A strong, well-trained, decently edu- 


cated police force devoted to the prin- 
ciples of American freedom is our first 
line of defense. Instead of fleeing with • 
one's children to some village, we must 
make great megalopolis a place in 
which children will- not be seduced to 
drug abuse and nihilism and murder. 


The police alone can't do it, but 


without the police it can't be done.

THE FIRST GRADE al White 
Cloud, Kan., we had a racial prob- 


Indians! 
During recess we played war, and 


the Fox and Sacs always insisted on 
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being cowboys. We whites and blacks 
outnumbered them, but we had to be 
Indians. The real Indians were a tight 
little team, and we had to play accord- 
ing' to their rules. We snapped our cap 
pistols and yelled "Bang!" The maiden 
ladies kept the game from becoming 
actual warfare. 


It was different on the way home. 


The Indians would attack. My friend, 
(leorge Washington, was always at my 
side. Sometimes they would beat us, 
sometimes we would beat them. After 
the battle George Washington and 1 
walked home together, our arms around 
each other's necks. He'was black with 
white teeth and a funny nose and hair 
that felt different from anybody else's. 


He was my friend, the first friend 1 


bad ever had, because you don't count 
little brothers as friends. 


My 
grandmother was the kindest 


woman in the whole world, but 1 knew 
the 
way 
children 
know 
th;il 
she 


thought there was something odd about 
my liking Georga Washington. Even 
then she~ was always telling stories 
about The War. 


My father was the pastor and we 


lived in a brick bouse across from (he 
church. Fanners spent their spare time 
repairing and enlarging the building. 
They were white men. No Negroes or 
Indians went to our church. 


Next to the church was the old 


mansion, 
a 
crumbling, vine-covered 


brick building built to house many. 
Now it housed only two. A tall, slim, 
white-haired Negro worked constantly 
to maintain the grass, trees and flowers 
of the huge yard. From time to time a 
frail old lady dressed In clothes differ- 
ent from any I had seen would come 
out and, pointing with her parasol, tell 
him what she wanted done. She was, I 
learned later, the last of her family and 
he was the last of the family slaves. 


Later we moved away, and I never 


saw George Washington again. Nor did 
I see Negroes, really see them, for 
many years. My father took pastorales 
in towns that were alt or nearly nil 
white. Then we moved to a nearly all- 
white city. 


To my all-white junior high came a 


lone Negro girl. Kansas has always 
been integrated, to she bad to come to 
the school of her district. I remember 
.the poor child huddled off by herself. 
Sometimes she cried With great wrack- 
ing sobs. After several weeks she 
wasn't there any more. Either her par- 
ents moved to a Negro district or the 
school authorities had made an excep- 
tion to their rule about districts. 


My father, like most people of his 


generation, was a segregationist. But he 
was, above all, a Christian. Like St. 
Paul, he believed that all men were 
brothers. 
So 
when 
some 
Negroes 


sought his advice about their failing 
church, he helped them. He preached to 
them, counseled them, ate fried chicken 
with them, baptized them and officiated 
at weddings and funerals. He was espe- 
cially interested in the young people, 
several of whom, I think because of his 
encouragement, went to college and en- 
tered professions. 


There were Negroes in high school, 


of course, but segregation prevailed by 
a kind of unwritten law. They sat to- 
gether at the'back'of the class and as- 
sociated only with each other. Except 
in sports. A good halfback has no race. 


In college I worked one summer 


seven nights a week in an ice factoiy. 
It was pleasant work handling the new- 
ly made ice that looked like 300-pound 
jewels. I arranged the ice in the stor- 
age. I also sold the ice. Customers rang 
a bell and I stepped put through a 
heavy door and sold them what they 
wanted. It was one of (he hottest sum- 
mers In history. 


At midnight, after business was 


mostly over, I shoved out the mountain 
of snow made by the scoring saw, The 
Negroes were waiting with buckets and 
sacks. A little coolness was worth get- 
ting up at midnight. They were so mis- 
erably poor, but there was laughter 
and friendliness in them. 


Only once did I see racial anger 


flare. Somehow I managed to slip and 
"fall from the loading dock. After the 
fashion of rough 
working men, my 


partners roared with laughter. 


A woman shouted, "While men, 


shut your dirty moiilh! This poor boy 
hurtl'1 And women knelt beside me, 
comforting me and feeling to see If my 
bones were broken. 


Never until I became a police re- 


porter !n Memphis, Tenn., did I become 
aware — or really think — of Amerl- 
ca'i tragedy. Night after night I law 
the police lead in men who looked Ilk* 
princes of Africa with blood running 
down Into their eyes. And I heard th« 
cracker cops express the rigid malevol- 
ence .of their kind. And I heard culti- 
vated gentlemen" saying many things, 
some rational, some irrational. And on 
assignments In dark streets, I kn«w 
fear. And I realized gradually that fear 
wa» in the very air, corrupting A . 
charming city, a lovely people. Fear Is 
the lot of the oppressor. 


As the Bible says, the oppressed 


have no comforter, but the oppressors, 
who have power, also have no comfort- 
er. 


Most while people don't think about 


Negroes very often. My anger in their 
behalf often flares over little things 
that mean much. For example, this inci- 
dent after World War II: 


A destroyer Is nm a passenger ship, 


but many served as inch in the gigan- 
tic task of getting men home. The 
homesick men were glad to hang on the 
best they could. 


A destroyer is under water about as 


much as a submarine. On this on«, to 
get to the after head, one weiit through 
a ready room, and the rough sea had 
splashed into the compartment. Negroes 
slept there in six inches of water. One 
had 'to step carefully to keep from 
treading on them. Were they put there 
on purpose, or had they wrong-headed- 
ly chosen the place for themselves? Any- 
how, they had the worst quarters of 
all. But they had shared a war with 
white men. 


Later, my wife and I met at church 


a Negro Air Force major and his wife 
whom we knew slightly. It wai sug- 
gested that we go somewhere for cof- 
. fee, And then the unspoken question! 
Where In a big city could we go with- 
out risking Insult? He solved it by say- 
ing, "Let's go to the officers' club." So 
we drove 10 miles for coffee. 


All this seems a long way from 


George Washington, but I don't think it 
is. Somewhere long ago I lost my 
friend and I will never find him again. 
All I can say-is "George Washington, 
wherever you are, comrade, I wish you 
well."

TAHITIAN CHICKEN WITH PINEAPPLE 


6 pieces broiler-fryer chicken 
2 tbtsps. melted butter 


1/2 tsp. salt 
Va tsp. pepper 
1 (1-lb, 4l/4-oz.) can pineapple chunks 
yx cup chicken broth 
2 tblsps. soy sauce 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 tblsp. cornsfarch 


>/3 cup sliced green onion 


1 7-oz. package frozen Chinese pea 


pods 


Brush chicken with butter. Sprinkle 


with salt and pepper. Arrange skin side 
down in shallow baking pan.

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Liberia to be 
First Proof Sets 


By Maurice M. Gould 


L 


IBERIA WILL issue her first proof sets this 


year. These sets will be struck, by the U.S. 


;Mint and will be issued on a yearly basis. 


Liberia is closer to the United States histori- 


cally, politically and culturally than any other na- 
tion in Africa. The chief language is English, al- 
though there are also 27 tribal languages as well. 


Its settlers left the United States to found the 


country in 1822, and among their sponsors were 
George Washington and James Madison. 


The capita!, Monrovia, is named after Presi- 


dent James Monroe, who made available a naval 
escort for the first settlers' voyage from the Unit- 
ed States. 


Liberia is the only country in the world that 


uses the same coinage denominations as the Unit- 
ed States, and the Liberian proof sets, consisting 
of periny, nickel, dime, quarter, half-dollar and 
dollafv are priced at $15, with a limit of 25 sets 
for any one person or firm. 


Secretary of the Treasury J. Milton Weeks an- 


nounced the appointment of Paramount Interna- 


• tional Coin Corp., Paramount Bldg., Englewood, 
Ohio, as the worldwide exclusive agent for the 
government of Liberia. All inquiries should be ad- 
dressed directly to them. 


It is interesting to note that U.S. coinage and 


currency circulate freely in • Liberia and that the 
U.S. Mint has produced many Liberian coins used 
in normal circulation. 


Q. — I have a coin — looks like silver — 


with 500 and what I believe are Hebrew charac- 
ters on one side and some odd-looking flowers with 
Hebrew and odd writing on the other side. Can 
you identify this? 


A — From the information you have given, I 


believe you have a 500 pruta coin of Israel. This 
coin has Hebrew and Arabic writing and three 
pomegranates in the center of the obverse. The re- 
verse has the denomination in a wreath of olive 
branches. It catalogs at $11 in uncirculated condi- 
tion. 


Q — I have a U.S. cent dated 1853. H has a 


hole in it. Does it have any value? 


A — It just has a small premium, as mutilat- 


ed coins are not desired by collectors. Only in the 
case of scarce or rare items would holed or muti- 
lated coins be wanted.

WHAT'S IN A WORD? Language — Yesterday, To- 


day and Tomorrow. By Mario Pei. Hawthorn, $5.95. 


Every new book by Mario Pei. (and h« has pub- 


lished some two dozen of them) makes the magic of 
language more apparent to the reader. Philologist Pei, 
who teaches Romance languages at Columbia, has such 
a unique gift of singling out the most interesting as- 
pects of language and languages that it is hard to put 
down one of his books even for Hie purposes for which 
one lakes advantage of a TV commercial. 


"What's in a Word?" keeps [be Pei standard flying 


high. For example, he discusses the various versions of 
proverbs around the world. We say "Too many cooks 
spoil (be broth;" the Russians express it thus; "With 
seven nurses, the child goes blind." The Persians have 
it that "Two captains sink the ship;" in Japanese, Prof. 
Pei tells us, it is: "Too many boatmen run the boat up 
to the top of the mountain"; in Italian: "With too many 
roosters crowing, the sun never comes up." 


"Don't bite the hand that's feeding you," we ad- 


vise. Say the French: "Don't spit in (he air; it might fall 
back on you." 


Then there Is the. mighty interesting chapter (and 


what chapter isn't?) on "Betraying Words." When Japa- 
nese infiltrators posed as Filipinos to penetrate the de- 
fenses of Bataan or Corregidor, those who were caught 
would be asked to say "hula-hula." The Japanese.would 
say "hura-hura" and doom themselves. When the French 
fought the Sicilians In the 13th century, a hated French- 
man was unmasked by being asked to say "Cicero 
Ceci." A Sicilian would say "Cheechero Chechee;" a 
Frenchman would betray himself with . "Sheeshero 
Sheshcc." 
.

This unmasking tactic first occurs in the Bible's 


Book of Judges. When the 
Gileadites fought 
the 


Eplnaimites, who spoke an almost identical Semitic 
tongue, Ephralmltes were exposed by making them say 
the word for "ear of corn," which in the language of 
the 
Gileadites was 
"shibboleth." The Ephraimites 


couldn't pronounce the "sh," and in their speech the 
word was "sibboleth." 


Many more curiosities in the evolution of language 


are discussed, which is why the book is a delight. — 
N.H. 


Picture Factory 


CURRIER & WES: Chronicles of America. Edited 


by John Lowell Pratt. Hammond, $14.95. 


Nathaniel Currier, 8 New England lithographer, came 


to New York City, founded the business In 1834. James 
Merritt Ives married Currier's sister-in-law and joined 
the firm as a bookkeeper in 1852. He became a full 
partner in 1857, .and things really began to roll. They 
turned out, in the second half of the last century, be- . 
Iwcen 7,000 and 8,000 pictures, in hundreds of thou- 
sands of copies. 


The public wanted inexpensive ait, and Currier and 


Ives produced it as the public desired it — scenes of 
disaster; battles by land and sea; views of farm life and 
of city life; clipper ships and whalers; sporting scenes; 
pictures of the Wild West. 


Currier and Ives lithographs were printed from 


stones on hand-operated presses, in black and white, 
then colored by a staff of women. They were sold in the 
firm's New York store, on pushcarts, in country stores, 
and cost from 15 cents to $3. The firm finally closed In 
1907.

Here is a choice collection of Currier and Ives 


prints — 220 of them in color, and by artists including 
that famous depicter of Indians, George Catlin, Louis 
Maurer, j. E. Butterworth, Charles Parsons and Thomas 
Worth.

Genghis Conn's Demon 


•T IS FAR TOO LONG since Remain Gary gave 


us a novel, for thdugh his last book, "The Ski 


Bum" 
was a cut or two below his usual standard, 


M. Gary is a writer of considerable stature. It Is 
doubly gratifying that he appears now as a-su- 
perb writer of the.comic-grotesque,'a genre which 
nowadays can boast too few first-rate practition- 
ers. 
His new book, is "The Dance of Genghis 


Cohn" (World, $5). 


Schatz, once an SS officer, hus managed, as did 


so many of his kind, to be denazified and has be- 
come a police chief. But a demon has possession of 
him—the dybbuk of: the comedian Jew, Genghis 
Cohn. Schatz had directed the execution of Cohn 
by a Nazi firing squad and Cohn, the comic, had 
offered his defiance by showing his executioners 
his bare backside. 


In- Jewish folklore, a dybbuk is.a demon that 


transfers itself from a dead person to a living 


one, 
and in Conn's act of defiance, so unnerving 


. to Schtaz, his dybbuk had entered the Nazi. For 
20 years, Cohn's dybbuk has held possession of 
Schatz. (Incidentally, Cohn's name was actually 
oVIoishe, "but Genghis went better with my rather 
wild stage personality"). Cohn, or rather his dyb- 
buk, calls the police chief: Schatzen, affectionate- 
ly. "We became Inseparable, Schatzen and I, on a 
certain, beautiful, cold day of April 1944. Schatz 
has sheltered me ever since; for almost twenty- 
four years he's been hiding a Jew. I try not to 
lake advantage of his hospitality, not to take up 
too much room . . . I always leave him alone in 
the bathroom, and when he has a romance under 
way I'm very careful not to show up at an awk- 
ward moment. When two people have to live so 
close together, discretion and restraint are essen- 
tial." 


Schatz's current case is one of 22 murdered 


men, who have been found dead with their pants 
down and a look of great happiness. And it is 
in the course of this Investigation that the dybbuk 
of Genghis Cohn has brought Schatz to the verge 
of madness.

Time to Retire 


Q. My dad and I are having a discussion about the 


tires used by drivers in the Indianapolis 500 Memorial 
' Day race. How much do the front and rear tires cost? 
How often do most drivers change tires during the 
race? R.K.J., Long Beach. 


A. Firestone's 16-inch "tody" rear racing tire, used 


by many drivers in the 500, costs about $75 and is capa- 
ble of lasting the entire race, according to a spokes- 
man for Parnelli Jones Enterprises in Hawthorne, dis- 
tributor for Firestone. However, most drivers who com- 
plete the race usually change tires at least once, and 
maybe twice, in order to have the advantage of new 
tread. The right front and rear tires — both tubeless — 
receive the most wear. Firestone's 15-inch front tire 
sells for $58. A spokesman for the racing division of 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company in Akron, Ohio, 
says the Goodyear "Speedway Wide 7" Indianapolis rac- 
ing tire sells for $58 (rear) and $46 (front). 


TEENS IN ACTION 


ALBERT FRANKLIN, a Poly High School junior, 
•** feels that black people must take pride in • 
themselves and in their race. He communicates 
this philosophy to others as a member of Upward 
Bound, a government .program designed to moti- 
vate young people toward further education; as a 
student tutor, and as a participant in a recent 
Black and White Conference sponsored by the 
YMCA. 


Besides these activities, Albert makes time for 


cross country track, the Recreation Department's 
drama workshop and helping out at his home on 
1993 'Lemon Ave. 


His views: 
•—I grew up in Mountain View, where there 


were very few black families. My dad was killed 
in the service, and my mother worked and had no 
time to help me with school work. The teachers 
never helped me and I think it was because I am 
black. The white kids got preferential treatment. 
In sports, I had to work twice as hard to make 
the team. I think the kids at basically all white 
schools get a better education tthan we do. 


—Even at Poly things are rough. Poly is raci- 


ally mixed, but there is no understanding and very 
little social contact between the races. The kids 
go home and listen to their parents who just give 
them stereotypes, like all colored kids are bad. 


—I was cheated out of my culture because the 


history books never mentioned the accomplish- 
ments of blacks. This summer when I had a class 
in black history through Upward Bound, I learned 
Crispus Attucks, a black, was the first guy to die 
in the Revolutionary War. And I learned that 
Abraham Lincoln really didn't care about freeing 
the slaves, he just wanted to keep the country to- 
gether. Contributions of minority groups should 
be put into regular school history books, so peo- 
ple would get a more balanced view. 


—The Upward Bound program at Cal State- 


Long Beach is a good idea, because there are very 
few- black students in colleges. Upward Bound 
•gives us the college prep courses arid sensitivity 
training we need. I know I want to go on to col- 
lege and get my bachelor's degree. 


—It was through Upward Bound that I was 


asked to join in the Black and White Conference 
at Camp Oakes. At the conference, we just talked 
about how we felt. We asked the Y kids ques- 
tions and we're kind of surprised by their an- 
swers. They didn't know who Huey Newton Is, 


and they thought black power meant riots. 


—Black power means the uniting of all black 


people—economically, socially and such. 


—Of course things are going to have to change 


fast or there is going to be a revolution, and it 
won't be with just Molotov cocktails. They will 
be more prepared this time, and even young kids 
will be involved. 
. 


—The newspapers, radio and TV hurt the 


black people more than they help .us. They are 
not giving the full picture. They show blacks only 
when they have done something bad or in sports. 


—Some of the federal poverty programs are 


good, but they are cheap. We can send rockets 'to 
the moon, give foreign aid and pay for the Viet- 
nam war, but cannot help minority groups in our 
own country. 


—And I am speaking not Just about blacks. 


I've seen grape workers up in Delano. Some of 
them use grape boxes for the walls of .their hous- 
es and they can make only enough for one day's 
meal. I lived on an Indian reservation for six 
months, and saw the Indians had "to have pass- 
ports to get off the reservation. If a revolution 
comes, I think the minority groups will stick to- 
gether. 


—I personally don't believe In the separatist 


philosophy. I believe in the idea of united we 
stand, divided we fall. But it's g o i n g to take 
work.

g^AN PARENTS wilh an 


average education do 


anything at home to help 
the child who is slow in 
learning to read? 


The story of Roy, a sec- 


ond grader, who was be- 
hind his grade le\pel in 
reading, 
illustrates one 


way 
of 
helping.

method supplements rath- 
er than replaces the 
work of the teacher. It 
can .be used by anyone 
who himself is able to 
read and write. 


In reality this is the 


story of Roy's tutor, Mrs. 
Carter. The Improvement 
•League in her town set up 
a program for tutoring 
children. About 250 high 
school and college stu- 
dents and about 20 older 
people volunteered to tu- 
tor. 


Mrs. Carter was hesi- 


tant about trying, for she 
had 
never taugliL lower • 


grade children. Also she 
remembered that when her 
own children were grow- 
ing up their first grade 
teacher warned all parent* 
to refrain 
from helping 


their children, for she, th« 
teacher, 
used 
modern 


methods and parents could 
only confuse them. But 
Mrs. Carter persuaded her- 
self she could do It if high 
school students could.

graphed materials.- 


Two afternoons a week 


at the I m p r o v e m e n t

cally shy, and mumbled or 
whispered his words. Aft-

lished, he tried to read the , 
easy 
books 
the 
Center '•' 


provided. Soon Mrs. Carl- '• 
er realized that he was 
reading a sentence as a 
series of. isolated words, 
as a column of blocks in- ~ 
tilvidually stacked on top 
of each other. He did not ' 
read ft sentence as a com- 
plete thought. 


So Mrs. Carter went 


back to her mimeographed 
material and, found that 
the Reading Clinic at the 
University of California at 
Los Angeles used, among 
other techniques, the "or- 
ganic" 
method 
as ex- 


plained in 'Teacher," a book 
by Sylvia Ashton-Wamer. 
For the lay person, the 
method might be more 
simply called the "story 
method" of helping the 
child to read. Mrs. Ash- 
ton-Warner was a teacher 
in a New Zealand school, 
where her responsibility 
was to adjust Maori child- 
ren to European culture 
and to teach them to read 
and write English. She 
had many special prob-' 
lems, but her "story meth- 
od" seemed applicable to. 
children anywhere. Mrs. 
Carter 
talked 
with 
a 


teacher 
in 
the 
public 


school who used the meth- 


• od with a few children 


who were having difficul- 
ty, »nd who was sorry 
.that, with her large class- 
es, she could not take that 
much time with each child 
individually. 


This "story method" can 


be very simply described. 
The child tells a story 
about 
his. own experi- 


ences. The parent or tutor 
writes It down. The child 
read* it back. 


Roy's teacher used print 


rather than script at this 
grad« level. So Mrs. Cart- 
er used print, too. 


Mrs. Carter asked- Roy 


to tell about-his visit to 
his uncle's farm. There 
was a surprising bonus to 
this method. Since slie 
printed slower than he 
talked, he kept repeating 
phrases, and as he repeat- 
ed them he enunciated 
more 
clearly 
the very 


sounds which he usually 
elided or mumbled. He 
was 
communicating and 


he tried to make it right.

Not all children who nra 


slow learners are neces- 
sarily so uncommunicative 
as Roy. Yet their needs 
may be the same. They 
may need to learn that 
printed words are tools of 
communication, back and 
forth among people.

That this admiration may seem Kxi 
ardent to opera sinjjer Maria Oallas is a distinct pos- 
sibility. That the Onassis-Jackie Kennedy friendship 
will continue to tjroiv in the more sequestered waters 
of the world there is little doubt at this time. 


Q. What is the inside story of Sidney Poitier and a 
white chick named Linda Cristal?—JP. H., Syracuse, 
N.Y. 
A. Mr. Poitier and actress Cristal have been together 
on a number of occasions in Hollywood and New 
York.

Disneyland, 
one of the 
nation's great 
playgrounds, 


has banned long-haired 
hippies from its grounds.

Explains one official,

As a matter of fact, the 


long-haired hippies have 
defeated the Disneyland 
ruling quite easily. They 
do their hair up in buns on 
top of their heads, wear a 
hat when purchasing an 
admission ticket. Once they 
get inside the grounds 
they remove their hats, let 
their hair down. 


Dr- Norraan 
Shumway of 


University, 


one of the pioneers in 
heart transplantation, 
believes that the best 
candidates for heart trans- 
plants are patients with 
heart trouble of recent 
origin. 


"The trouble with pa- 


tients who have had heart 
trouble for along time," 
says Dr. Shumway, "is that 
their neighboring organs 
have been damaged, so that 
this makes them high-risk 
candidates for a heart 
transplant.* 


Shumway points out that 


his first two Stanford 
heart transplants , Mike 
Kasperak and Joseph Rizor, 
were cases in point. 
Kasperak died 15 days after 
his heart transplant of 
"a galaxy of complications" 
connected with his damaged 
kidneys, liver, and lungs. 
Rizor died four days after 
receiving a new heart be- 
cause his lungs were so 
defective they could not 
oxygenate the blood. 


Sir Peter Medawar, direc- 


tor of the National Insti- 
tute for Medical Research 
in London and winner of the 
Nobel Prize in' 1960 for his 
research on immunology, 
believes that within two 
years heart transplants 
will become so ordinary 
that they will hardly ever 
be mentioned in the press. 


Medawar at a recent 


congress of the Transplan- 
tation Society, pointed out 
that ALG, antilymphocyte 
globulin, a compound pre- 


pared from horse serum, is 
one of the most important 
developments in the tech- 
nique 'of organ' transplan- 
tation, 


ALG suppresses the 


immunological system in a 
patient's body so that it 
does not reject th« trans- 
plant. No one seems to 
know how ALG works, al- 
though it is credited with 
correcting the rejection 
crisis of Dr. Philip Blai- 
berg of South Africa, the 
world's longest surviving 
heart transplant patient.

Rogers' statue in the Hall 


°f I'-ifne has its eyes fixed on 
the House of Representatives. 
The cowboy humorist selected 


the s|>ot himself before his death in 1935 
so he could "keep an eye" on the mem- 
bers. 


"It's awful hard," he lamented, "to 


get people interested in corruption unless 
they can get some of it." He complained 
that Democrats and Republicans alike 
"go in on promises ami come out on 
alibis." They produced no improvement 
that he could discern in government. 
"Lord," he said, "the money we do sj>cnd 
on government, and it's not one bit better 
than the government we got for one- 
third the money 20 years ago." Yet he 
never lost faith in America. "Times have 
proven," he said, "that you can't ruin 
this country with politics." 


Rogers groused and groaned about 


politics. But down deep, he enjoyed the 
name. The scent of an election campaign 
in his nostrils exhilarated him. "Politics 
is the best show in America," he said. 
"Politicians can do more funny things, 
naturally than I can think of to do pur- 
posely." As a comedian, however, .he 
protested that "|>cople arc taking their 
comedians serious and their politicians 
as a joke." 


Both political parties felt the prick of 


Rogers' needle, hut he made no secret 
of his own political affiliation. "Person- 
ally," he announced, "I am not a member 
of. any organized party—I'm a Demo- 
crat." 


William I'cnn Adair Rogers was born 


on a ranch outside Oologah, Okla., on 
Nov. 4, 1879, when Oklahoma was still 
Indian territory. His great-grandmother 
was a full-blood Cherokee. 


At the turn of the century, Betty 


Blake came to Indian country to recuper- 
ate from typhoid. Until the population 


was increased by her arrival, there were 
only three young people in greater 
Oologah: the two daughters of the ho- 
tclkeepcr and Will, who occasionally 
meandered into town from his father's 
ranch. 
. The first time he met Hetty—in the 
Oologah railroad shanty- he fled with- 
out uttering a wurd. She later put him at 
ease with music after he found she could 
play the piano. He would strum along (in 
a banjo he had picked up in Kansas City, 
and they wnuld swing into a zippety-doo- 
dah rendition when he fell short of words. 


He joined a Wild West show as a 


trick rojx.' artist and courted Betty largely 
by mail. His letters had the flavor of a 
Hollywood western, with Will playing 
the bashful cowpoke who was more at 
.ease around horses than women. They 
were married in 1908. "When I roped 
her," he later boasted, "that was the 
crown performance of my life." 


Twirl and talc 


As he twirled his lariat, he began a 


running commentary which became a 
bigger hit than his roping act. By the 
early '20's, he had established himself as 
America's leading political humorist. 


Will flipped a coin in the summer of 


1935 to decide whether he should ac- 
company Wiley Post on a flight around 
the world. Without revealing whether 
he had picked heads or tails, he showed 
the coin to his wife. "Sec," he said, "I 
win." He took oft with Post for Alaska. 
The plane crashed on a lonely tundra 


I 5 miles north of Point Barrow, killing 
both of them. 


It is a tribute, to Will Rogers' wit that 


his political pearls read as if they were 
written about the 1968 campaign. Here 
are just a few selected at random: 


CONGRESS—"Washington papers say, 


'Congress is deadlocked and can't act.' 
1 think that is the greatest blessing that 


could befall this country." . . . "Big men 
won't take (federal appointments), for 
the)' won't take a chance on a Senate 
insult. If he has never done anything, 
and has been a financial failure at that, 
lie will pass the Senate as a brother." . .. 


CONVENTIONS—"II our government is 


by the people, how is it the candidate 
with the most votes by the penplc going 
into a presidential convention never gets 
nominated?". .. "The same fcllnws make 
insurance policies and political plat- 
forms. What they say on one page, they 
can deny on the other." ... "I think the 
camera has done more harm for politics 
than any oilier one faction. Everybody 
would rather get their picture than their 
ideas in the paper." 


CAMPAIGNS—"You got to admit that 


each party is worse than the other. The 
one that's out always looks the best." . . . 
"We thought when the radio was per- 
fected and everybody could hear a speech 
that it wouldn't be necessary to drag a 
presidential candidate around the coun- 
try like a circus." .. . "Nobody \vants his 
cause near as bad as he wants to talk 
about his cause." ... "I guess the truth 
can hurt you worse in an election than 
about anything that could happen to 
you." 


DEMOCRATS — "The 
nation 
never 


looked like it was to face a worse winter 


birds, geese, Democrats and all perish- 


able animals are already huddled up in 
three or four states down South." . . . "I 
think we can, with the help of some 
progressive young Democratic governors 
and senators and congressmen, make this 
thing into a party instead of a memory." 


REPUBLICANS — "The Democrats take 


government as a joke, and the Republi- 
cans take it serious hut run it like a 
joke." . . . "They only vote for our gang 
when they are starved out. We fatten 'cm 
up and then they turn 
Republican 


again." 


GOVERNMENT—"This running a gov- 


ernment is kinda like our movie busi- 
ness. You are only as good as your last 
picture." . . . "Our problem is not what 
the dollar is worth in London, Rome or 
Paris, or even what it is worth at home. 
It's how to get hold of it, whatever it's 
worth." . . . "I have never heard of a 
nation being frightened to death of a 
war, of folks worried to distraction over 
the health of their loved ones, of people 
uneasy of a threatened pestilence, but 
we will go on record as being the first 
nation that is literally scared to death 
over what will hap|>cn to its dollar." 


PEOPLE—"Nobody wants to be called 


common people, especially common peo- 
ple." ... "There is still a lot of monkey in 
us. Throw anything you want into our 
cage and we will give it serious consider- 
ation." 


If Will Rogers were around today, he 


would probably conclude his political 
commentary with the crack he made on 
the eve of the 1932 election. "This elec- 
tion will be over at sundown," he said, 
"and let everybody pray that it's not a 
tie. For we couldn't go through this thing 
again."

llmc we suffer a racial disturbance in the U.S., 


J*> Vravda and Jzresfia, llie two official Soviet newspapers, 
\T) p'ay it up as an example of American degeneration and 


the misery common to capitalism. 


They editorialize that Soviet Russia is a paradise compared 


with the U.S., pointing out that racial prejudice is non-existent 
in Russia where all men regardless of color and creed are 
treated equally. 


The truth is that Soviet Russia is one of the most racist so 


cieties in the world, that hlacks behind the Iron Curtain arc 
treated brutally, miserably, pitifully. 


A few weeks ago at the International Student Festival held 


here, I had the opportunity to talk to blacks from various Afri- 
can nations who are being trained in Russia and other Iron 
Curtain countries for "ideological expansion" in their home 
nations. 


Explained one Libcrian student: "Moscow is one of the 


most gloomy cities in the world. In the winter it is dark and 
cold. We Africans do not like loneliness, so we seek out Russian 
girls for company. What else is there to do? 


Seating for a black 


"The Russian girls seem to like us because we treat them 


belter than their own men do. We teach them how to dance. 
I guess we are something strange and exotic to them. The re- 
sult is that the Russian men hate us. If a Russian girl is seen 
with a black man, the black man is beaten up and the girl is 
' taken away." 


Komsomohkaya Vravda, the newspaper of the'Young Com- 


munist League, warns all Russian girls against going out with 
blacks. One time it ran a story about Larrisa P., a Soviet girl 
who supposedly married an African student. When she re- 
turned to Africa with him, the paper said, she was immedi- 
ately sold into slavery. The story of course, was a complete lie. 


A young Bulgarian worker confided to me while the Afri- 


cans were parading with other students down Sofia's main 
drag: "I do not mind black women, but the black men here— 
they are something else. One of these blacks met my girlfriend 


' at a bar and asked her to dance. Afterward, we waited for him. 


He is not going to ask her to dance again. We beat him up and 
broke his kg." 
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If African blacks are sub- 


jected to this sort of treatment 
behind the Iron Curtain, why 
do they go there? 


The answer is that they ex- 


pect something else. 


Under Joseph Stalin, blacks' 


were not particularly welcome 
in Russia. After the fiasco of 
his China policy in 1925-27, 
when Chiang Kai-shek wiped 
out thousands of Chinese Com- 
munists, Stalin issued an 
order that no nationalist move- 
ment in Africa under bour- 
geois leadership, white or 
black, was to receive Soviet 
support. 


In the early I950's, for ex- 


ample, Moscow sneered at 
Nasser and called him "one of 
a group of reactionary officers 
connected with the U.S...." 
Kwame Nkrumah, former 
iron-fisted ruler of Ghana, was 
termed "a bourgeois stooge of 
the capitalists." 


Even after Stalin's death in 


1953, the Russians described 
the African National Congress 
of 1954 as a "feudal summit 
of bibal chiefs, organizing and 
collaborating with imperial- 
ists." 


Khrushchev's bid 


But when Nikita Khru- 


shchev came to power, he 
began actively to woo the 
emerging 
African 
nations, 


hoping to communize them. 
One way that could help do 
this, he fell, was to convert 
their brightest students. 


Accordingly, in the 1960's 


he launched a major drive to 
recruit black students and en- 
roll them, all expenses paid, in 
the Patrice Lumumba Friend- 
ship University, named after 
the' slain Congolese leader. 
Some 40,000 young Africans 
flocked to Russia to study. - 


A few years later, after a 


student from Ghana was mur- 
dered just before he was 
scheduled to marry a Soviet 
girl, ,500 Africans marched 
through Moscow's Red 
Square, protesting against bla- 
tant Russian racism. 


Premier Khrushchev was so 


outraged at the blacks ("after 
all," said one Soviet official, 
"they date our daughters, they 
get educated and they don't 
have to work, and now they 
rebel") that in his anger he 
told them that if they didn't 
like Russia they could leave. 


Many accepted his offer 


and went to West Germany 
where they began their studies 
afresh. Here, too, they en- 


countered prejudice although 
mixed with more freedom. 


Today in Budapest, Sofia, 


Prague, Warsaw, and other 
Iron Curtain capitals, blacks 
are generally refused servke, 
are constantly ignored and em- 
barrassed. At student parties^ 
girls are instructed to avoid 
them. In Moscow the educa- 
tion offered them is interior by 
Russian standards. Not only 


are blacks regarded as second- 
class citizens, but they also 
have to endure special surveil- 
lance by the omnipresent se- 
cret police. 


Having no indigenous 


Negro population, most Rus- 
sians a decade ago had never 
seen a black man. But by now 
they have seen plenty of 
blacks, and their boast of equal 
treatment for all men has been 


put to the test and found 
wanting. 


This may well be one rea- 


son why the Soviet variety of 
communism has failed to 
make any significant' inroads 
in black Africa. When they 
return home from behind the 
Iron Curtain, African stu- 
dents relay their sad message: 
"Communist or non-Commu- 
nist — whitey is very much 


alike." 


As for the Soviets, they con- 


cede that they may have struck 
out with the African blacks 
but they are doing okay with 
the African Arabs, especially 
Egypt. And their spy appara- 
tus for the infiltration of Com- 
munist; into India, Pakistan, 
etc.—the Institute of Oriental 
Languages in Moscow — is 
going great guns.

EDITOR'S NOTE: Don Rickles, a comedian 
long considered "too dangerous and too hot to 
handle because he insults everyone," appears 
on ABC-TV OH his own sfeoir this season. 


Before entering TV, Rickles was recognized 
as the merchant of venom, the Michelangelo 


of malice,.a regular fixture in Las Vegas whose 
act consisted largely of flitting people down 
via the withering insult. 


Rickles, horn in New York 42 years ago, 


developed his "insult style" in self-defense. 
In 


1948 he was working, a honky-tonk in Wash- 
ington, D.C., primarily catering to sen-icemen 
H'/IO were more interested in strippers than 
comedians. "The only way I could survive," 
he recalls, "was by hurling back insults faster 
than they threw them." 


Rickles 'broke into the big time in 1959 


when he was signed by the Hotel Sahara in 
Ijis Vegas. Over the years he has succeeded in 
insulting most of the big names in show busi- 
ness.

nnv is 3 and has just taken a nosedive 
off the slide; she's wailing because she 
got scared. Daddy runs over, sees that 
she has a tiny scratch on the knee and 


says, "Don't be such a crybaby—you're all 
right." 


Jonathan is 4 and scared of the dark. He 


sees funny shapes in the shadows—some- 
times they look like wild animals; he cries, 
wants the tight left on. But mother says, 
"Don't be silly—there's nothing to be afraid 
of—see, there's nothing here." 


Susie hides when company comes—she's 


5 and wonders if she's pretty enough, will 
they like her, and what should she say? She 
hears her embarrassed parents complaining, 
"We can't understand how we ever had such 
a shy child!" 


How innocuous it all sounds—and familiar. 


Is there a parent alive who hasn't, at some 
time or another, responded in this way? The 
trouble is that a steady diet of such responses 
makes it difficult for a child to like himsell— 
something he must be able to do, for self- 
acceptance and self-approval are the essen- 
tials for healthy growth. 


If I were to ask the parents mentioned 


above why Ihey said what they did, and what 


they meant, these might be their answers: 


"When Jenny fell off the slide, I got scared, 


too—I guess I was trying to reassure myself 
as much as her." 


"I thought Jonathan wouldn't be afraid if I 


showed him / wasn't afraid—no, 1 wasn't 
angry at him—heavens, I know plenty of kids 
who are afraid of the dark! Well, now that you 
mention it, 1 can't think of any reason he 
shouldn't have a night light." 


"Yes, we know that shyness is normal for 


lots of kids—sure we know shy-adults, and 
they're nice people!" 


If s my fault 


Whatever a parent may say to a child in an 


unthinking moment, he has the perspective, 
the judgment, to know that what he's saying 
may be inconsequential, over-generalized— 
even, maybe, not quite true. Young children 
kno.w none of this, because they think con- 
cretely, and are inclined, to a strong feeling of 
self-reference—"anything that's wrong is my 
fault." They also see parents as all-wise, all- 
powerful—the providers of whatever love, 
comfort and safety there may be for them in 
the world—and therefore Ihey take us literal- 
ly, and believe whatever we say. 


With all that we have learned in listening lo 


unhappy adults discuss their childhood, I am 
convinced that Jenny, Jonathan and Susie, 
would tell me, if they could say what they 
were feeling: 


"There's something wrong with me—1 cry 


too much. If I were a better girl, Daddy could 
be proud of me, but I'm-a crybaby and that's 
bad." 


"I'm no good. Brave boys don't get scared 


in the dark. I wish I could be brave—then I'd 
be lovable." 


"I'll never be able to make my parents 


proud of me—I'm a terrible disappointment 
because I have this awful thing about me— 
being shy." 


Such misinterpretations are shocking to 


loving parents. We all want .our children to 
have good feelings about themselves—what 
can we do to unscramble their distortions of 
what we say? 


1. We have to try lo understand how a 


young child thinks. 


2. We have to be clear ourselves about 


what is normal and natural behavior in the 
struggle to grow up. 


3. We have to check what we are saying to 


see if we are pushing too hard for too mucr 
growth, too quickly. 


As an aid to understanding how children 


interpret our comments, I. have prepared a 
chart of typical incidents and suggested re- 
sponses. The object is to help a child realize 
that his failings have to do with being a child, 
and human, and are not a permanent reflec- 
tion of his worth. 


One word of caution: I am not for one mo- 


ment suggesting that parents memorize or 
imitate my words. Such self-conscious pro- 
cedure would do more harm than good. 
Each of us must modify and adapt to our own 
styles and situations. It is simply a matter of 
developing one's sensitive awareness so that, 
children will be less likely to make untrue 
assumptions—ones we don't want them to 
make—that interfere with their ability to like 
themselves.

Accidents are usually related to 
emotional tension. The child has 
absolutely no conscious control 
over the event. Any indication from 
a parent that he could have con- 
trolled it, tends to increase his 
anxiety, prolong the regression, 
and the child sees himself as fail- 
ing to measure up to expectations. 


"Gee, 1 guess you were pretty tired, 
or maybe a little upset in your feel- 
ings. You can't help it— it just hap- 
pens. When you're feeling relaxed 
and good, it will just stop by it- 
self." 
"1 sure hare this mess, but it's not 
your fault-yea were sound asleep, 
so how could you help it?"

If he is fearful, but par- 
ents seem impatient, child blames 
self for lack of courage. 


"Play at the edge for awhile, 
honey, until you can see how shal- 
low the water is." 


"Maybe later you'll want to go into 
the deeper water with me. You let 
me know when you're ready."

Fear of medical treatment (for 
adults as well as children!! js rare- 
ly rational or realistic. What'is 
aroused are deep unconscious anx- 
ieties about being physically as- 
saulted in some way-of losing 
ore's control, of becoming weak 
and helpless. When a child knows 
he's scared, and is told he shouldn't 
be, he assumes there is something 
wrong with him. 


"I know this is unpleasant-let's 
try to get it over with ss fast as 
possible." 


"Hold my hand tight, and scream 
.all you want to-it will be over in 
a second." 


"All little children get scared -it's 
perfectly all right, but it must be 
done, so I'll hold you on my lap, 
and you yell and I'll tell you when 
it's all over."

Learning lo share is a difficult and' 
complicated lesson in becoming a 
civilized person. It seems .incom- 
prehensible to . young 
children, 


whose toys and possessions seem 
to them almost to be extensions of 
their bodies. When they see how 
we disapprove, they assume that 
they have failed again to measure 
up to proper standards.

Biting al ? is pure instinct for self- 
preservation — it isn't planned, it 
happens. Usually the child is as 
surprised as you are. If he's marie 
to think he can stop it, he is likely 
to assume he's depraved when he 
can't stop it. 


"That hurts, I can't let you do 
that." 


"When little children bite, Mom- 
mies haue to stop them, and try to 
help them remember. Come sit next 
lo me for a minute, so you can try 
to remember." 


"I know you didn't mean to hurt 
Jill, but biting does hurt a lot—1~ 
can't let you do that. When you are 
bigger you will be able to remem- 
ber."

Young children have completely in- 
dividual styles when it comes lo 
adapting to new experiences. Some 
need more time than others, some 
hide their feelings, but are Just as 
miserable as the ones who are cry- 
ing. All children react in one way or 
another to the first school experi- 
ence-it is such a dramatic symbol 
of 
the increasing 
separateness 


from 
mother, especially. Adults 


who can recall crying on the first 
day of school, recall it as having 
been a sign of failure, an inU'ca- 
tion of inadequacy. 


"Lots of kids are scared on the first 
day of sclwol-everything seems so 
strange. I'll stay for awhile, until 
you get to know your teacher." 
"I remember I cried when I first 
went to school. I know it's a little 
frightening and I will stay for 
awhile. Then I have to leave, but 
it's all right for you to cry a little - 
the teacher understands that some 
children feel a little sad on the 
first day of school." 


Summing Up 


What we really have been doing is 


accepling the fact that young children 
see everything as either black or while, 
with no shades of gray in between. He 
is either good or bad, cowardly or cour- 
ageous, nice or naughty, lovable or aw- 
ful. We have also been reminding 
ourselves that to be human is lo have 
oil kinds of feelings—love and hate, 
compassion and competitiveness, cour- 


age and cowardice—and that our chil- 
dren are wrestling with this profound 
fact of life, trying to reconcile them- 
selves to accepting ail of it. We are say- 
ing it is necessary to love all of it—all 
of oneself—that this is the deepest 
struggle any human being can under- 
take and, as far as we can tell, the es- 
sential road to personal fulfillment as a 
human being.
